In 1969, while the nation was polarized over Vietnam and race 
relations, fuithei divided over controvenies ranging from Ham«g f. to 
wildlife by oil seepage to ^ nominaticm of the Chief Jintice <tf the 
United States, and beset with other nudadies lucfa as jB* hi% n and the 
ghettos, FSU figuratively speaking, kept the pace. 

The year 1969 for FSUwas anytUngbnt uneventful. It was the year 
of an admmistratkn sfadceup, which eventually included the presidency 
and most other m^or administrative offices, the Westcott fire, protests, 
of which cMie resulted in the arrest of 58 students, and infightiiig among 
administration, faculty, and student leadns as wdl as tnleiaal disaeat 
within these groups. 

Yet the year wasn't all gjkxMiiy, n^tne. Student mm b ei rfiqt on 
university committees was increased; st^ were Ukm to a^e with 
minority group problems; HomeocMning was more student otieated aod 
almost total^ stndeat planoed; and housing regid^ions weie 
liberalized. 

CHANGES IN 
THE WIND 

The year began on a somber note. It seemed that for President John 
Champion "the whole damn university (was) falling iq>art," as a top 
administrator noted at the time. 

By the middle of February, three vice presidraits iiad resigned and 
the resignations of other adrnmistratori were ruoMMed. Tlie exodus 
from We-^^tcott Hail was cansed, many said, by "a lack (rf leadenfaip 
from the president's office." 

Whm Champion made two vice presidental apptrintmentt, tnrjii/img 
the appointment of Dr. Stanley Marshall, Dean of the CoUege of 
Education, to the newly created position executive Vice President 
illegedly without consulting faculty and studmts) criticism intensified. 
One administrator said the lack of dialogue witii ttie President had 
tendered his lesponsibiHties a joke. Canto- Brown, newly elected 
Student Body President ..alled Champion a "frightened man," 
frightened of students and faculty. "It ^ipears he avoids consulting 
with them not becaise he nece ssaril y objects to what they have to say, 
but because he is afraid." Brown said. 

With criticism intense and the university seemingly divided over him. 
President Champion chose to resign. He aimounced his rei^natiMi Ftb. 
17. Marshall, whose appointment as Executive Vice President had been 
aonounoed only d^s earlier, was appointed Acting President by the 
Board of Rsssnts.

resignations And it was on the verge of being further stinted up by 
Champion's refusal to grant unimsily reoogoition to Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS). 

Marshall sou^t to cahn things by immediatdy addressing himself to 
two factors which, many charged, were responsible for Champion's 
resignation. He promised to establish committees with £iculty and 
•tadrat representation to assist in the mddng of mafor decWons, 
including the appointment of major administrative officials. And he 
pledged to establish and maintain open channels of communications 
between the administration and faculty and studoits. 

Studen! and faculty advisory cornmittees to nominate persons for 
tlK three vacant vice presidencies were appointed. Later, when Dr. Cecil 
Mack^, now Executive Vkx IVesklent, was named Vice Ptcsideat for

Wilson will represent the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) and fifteen FSU 
students here next week in an 
attempt to block the 

issuance of a permaoeat court 
iiqunctioo against the uae of 
univertity facilities by SDS in 
the future. 

TlM SDS case will be heard 
before Gicuit Court Judge Ben 
C. Willis on Jan. 14 at 2 p.m.. 
and stems from a request by 

loumsity bwyen to chmge an 

injuction issued last March from 
temporary to permanent status. 

The university's arguments 
wcR presented to the court on 
Dec. 29 despite defense requests 
for a continuance until after 
Chriitms holidays to allow 
students arrested under the 
iquction to attend the hearing. 
Several students have charged 
tlut the season was scfaethiied 
durii^ the holidays in an 
attempt to prevent any student 
reaction to testimony from tile 
administration at the hearing. 

A statement by Vice President 
John Arnold that the unhrersity 
pieaident had to be snealced in 
atid out of his office during 
demoostratioos, and daims tint 
campus police had to protect 
Presidflnt Marshall firom bodily 
harm at a Landis Green 
confrontation have been labeled 
as outr^Boos diatortioiu by 
students invohred in bit ^lia^t 
controvert. 

Unhrersity lawyers and 
administrators presented a 
detailed list of i^S actions 
which they contend are grounds 
for a permanent injunction. 
Among the incidents listed as 
evidence of disruptive behavior 
by SDS were:

SDS spokesmen dispute 
contentions by the university 
tiiat any of the incidents 
represented a threat of vkiiciioe, 
and deny that they occupied 
either the president's office or 
the Union. Testimony that SDS 
leaders had threatened violence 
at a meeting with Pres. Marshall 
were discounted in court, and 
SDS supporters claim there was 
no tignificKit dteitption oo the 
campus during the controversy. 

University officials also 
claimed that students who 
assembled outade of the health 
center, teiqporvy location of 
the prerident's office fcrilowini' 
the Westcott fire, have 
"stockpiled weapons." The 
weapons later turned out to be 
decorative stones which are piled 
around planters at the Bellamy 
Bldg. 

Wilson agreed to defend SDS 
and the arrested students after 
receiving a request from the 
local chapter of the ACLU. 

He is alao prepaimg foe a 
hearing before the state Supreme 
Court on Feb. 4 in an attempt to

FSU's Ccdege of Law gained full and fmal accreditation from the 
General Assembly meeting of the American Association of Law Schools 
which met in San Francisco, Calif., last month. "Naturally we are 
overjoyed," said Law Dean Joshua M. Morse. "This is a credit to the 
lOiiad be^anhig given our CoOege of Law by Dean Mason Ladd and to 
the dedication of our faculty and .tudents," he said. Ladd retired in the 
spring of 1969 after helping Florida State establish iu tew achodi in 
1966. 

Previous approva] similar to the new accreditation was given by the 
American Bar Association House of Delegates in Febrtiary 1968. Full 
accreditation by the AALS and the ABA allows Florida St^ bw 
acfaool graduates to take bar examinations in all states. 

The Florida State College of Law becameprominently known in June 
1969 when its first graduates batted 1.000 m the Flotida Bar 
Examination. Thirty-nine graduates took and passed the exam.

When he comes home that fust yeai, he tries 
to piece his world here together, calling his rfd 
friends, wanting to find out what has happened 
to them since eveiyone left for coUege. He even 
remembers some of die phone nunriwn. 

The second year away from home he returns 
on those weekends every so often and tries to 
leconstnict whrt he left after high school. He 
does not remember the numbers but he 
remembers the names and the good times. 

That second year matjy of his friends can't 
be found. Many have married and moved away, 
hving lives completely apart from his own, 
raising childmi. Some have died, in car wrecks 
or drowmiVtOr war. It is hard for him to 
believe that a friend who wac thwe w*en he left 
is not there now. or not anywhere now, except 
for maybe heaven. 

The third year he calb a few but they are not 
there or else they do riot teiuember-at least, 
not as weU as he does. He is 21 by then and a 
couf^ of times he sits with these old friends in 
bars, drinking beer and laughing but never 
reaUy teeiing close to them again. 

The fourth year he does not come home 
from coUege often. He has learned that old 
times on't be readied again. He does not try 
much anymore. It often is a lon^ time ai he 
realizes how much can be lost. 

Ail ^ tte itoflBt tbM ^OaUBy iappen to 
Daytona Beach and to his family come to him 
all at once. One day Beach Street is packed and 
busy, most of the stores filled. Another time 
the place is vacaat, swne of the stores are 
cleared of their merchandise, die siwMng 
ripped out and a rent sign in the window. 
People who live here see those changes as 
everyday slow movements. He aees them aD at 
once aiMl wonders what is happening 

He drives or walks down the beach m the 
middle of winter, home for Christmas between 



terms. It is cold and die surf looks somehow 
changed, grayer and flatter. It is a 
sees die airplane advertisement and is amazed 
duit ewry day wWk he is getting up to go to 
classes that there actually is a man in Daytona 
Beach who gets up to fly all day up and down 
die beach, carrying a sign behind him. 

He drives up and down Main Street, 
remembering last suninMr, die Aopa fi* of 
tourists trinkets and beach balls. The tounsts 
with all their trappings were diere when he left 
but now, suddenly, they are not. Aooflier Wnd 
of tourist has come in and these gentle folks are 
moie interested in the quiet Daytona Beach. 
But he did no« see Aem come in carionds at a 
time. One day they were not h«e «»d d» ■ext 
time he looked they were. 

Up and down Ridgewood Avenue the 
changes are tmy u he returns. There are 
scores of new chahi food places and g3S stations 
and office buUdings. Huge old three-story 
houses have been bulldoaed out. Aldiough he 
never remembered notidng diem when they 
were still on their lots, he remembers them now 
in their absence. The town is growing, and 
dying. Growing, luddly, fiMler dim dyii«. 

He sits a lot in his living room, a place in 
which he never seemed to spend much time 
befoie. He tain to Ida pumts more than he 
ever did when they were around continually. 
He watches old movies and eate cooitantly 
beanae Hmn is always so much free food at 
bome, another thing he never noticed before. 

Hi^ school football games are suddenly 
meaningless althoi^ the match is between 
Mainland and Scabiceze. Teen clubs are filled 
with strangers, and bars with bniinewmen. 

Once without thinking, he says he is going to 
take something back to his apartment or dorm 
at school when he returns and, for the fint time 
he can mmOm, he caBs thai odwr place 
home. 

And 10 on these weekends and vacations 
home a coB^ boy or giri sees, at once, aU of 
tht numy changings that are seen slowly by all 
odien, and in learning about these constant 
movements, learns about himself. 

And Daytona Beach becomes a thing, as it is 
to all other people who come only to viat.

center, was unacceptable to 
the administration.

Tlie Theater Department has also been in cramped quarters while 
waiting for the move, sharing quarters with the Speech Department in 
Dtffenbaugh and Dodd. 

The Theater Department's dressing rooms in the old Conradi Theater 
were located in an old boiler room, a great contrast to the expanshre 
and elaborate rooms which flank the Fine Arts Building Theater. 

The first play in the new theater, on February 5, will be Edward 
Albee's'Tmy AUce," but Ae ofBcU opering of flie building wiB not 
be until April 22. At this thneGiaoCariolleBOttiwiB«Hwrt the world 
premiere of his play "The Lepw." ^ 

The Alt Departamit wffl odelnat-.- the opening with a ptofstsioad 
exhirit, the details of wfaidi have not been released. 

The move into the FAB is 12 months late. Slated to be ftiished hi 
December 1968, the construction was dowed by diangM ia tin plans, 
construction strilces, and bad weather. 

The bnfldhig has been the object of much controversy. Its anytidng 
but boxlike shape, created by architect Robert Wielage of Tampa, is 
composed of red brick turrets and walls that are deceiving. Ahnost 
wMowless fiRMn the oirtside. Hbe building ftom Oe hiside is 
well-lighted from numerous windows. 

The buildmg is spacious and modern. Large circular rooms, baOs for 
dbodcnobs, corridor bridges from one turret to another, many -leveled 
patios, curved stairs su^ended in curved stairwdls, and a lawn of 
colorful carpet in the lobby of the theater and the art gaBery aie all 
parts of the overall unpiesaveneas of the bufldii^ 30

Many chan^ took place on the Florida State campus in the year 
1969. There were several campus disturbances and many adnanirtratiwe 
changes. Many changes and new happenings took place on the Seminole 
^rte acene in 1969 as FSU athletics were also no exceptjon to the 
mood of the times. 

BASKETBALL 

From a basketball team on NCAA probation to a new baseball cotdx 
to a varsity football team that didn't go to a bowl game for the firs: 
time in four years 1969 was a year of changes, excitement and 
controversy in all areas of sports endeavor. 

Coach Hugh Durham's varsity basketball squad finished the 68-6" 
season with an outstanding 18-« mark includmg victories over 
nationally ranked South Carolina and Dayton. But the cageri* efforts 
brought them no NCAA tournament bid because the NCAA had put 
the Tribe team on probation tor alleged recruiting violations. The end 
of FSU's probetioQiry period will be conaidMed in the NCAA's Januuy 
meetingt. 

BASEBALL 

On the diamond a new face was to be seen as head baseball coach 
Fred Hatfield resigned to take a coachmg post in the major leagues and 
former Wdce Fwest diamond mentor Jack StalUngt wu Us 
replacement The Seminole baseball team then went on to play tiecoid 
5 1 ball games and posted a record 38 wins agamst 1 3 losses. 

Once again the NCAA locked away from Florida State as the 
Seminoles were not invited to the NCAA Baseball toumamoit for the 
first time in five years much to the chagrin of the players and major 
league scouts alike. 

Seminole second baseman Dick Gold was selected for the first team 
AB-Aawrica and AB-DittTict m teams whfle pitdiei Geotgs Lott made 
AO-District m. 

JUDO 

Florida State's second year Judo Chib gained national reception 
and honor for FSU by becoming the Eastern Judo Chan^ions and 
finishing second in the National Collegiate Judo Champioodiips. Team 
captain John Ross was the national champion in his classification, the 

205 -pound division. 

TRACK 

The Seminnlc traLk squad raced On to another outstanding season 
includmg a win ui the first dual meet with FSU s cross-town neighbor. 
Rorida A & M. Seminoles Mike Kelly (hurdles), Ken Misner (distance). 
Phil Parker (triple jump), and Doug Brown (hundred-yard dash) all 
represented Florida State at the NCAA National Track and field 
CSiampioBdiqM. 

SWIMMING 

Making a big splash in the end of the 68-69 season the Seminole 

swimming team produced another one of its usual outstanding seasons 
posting an 8-2 record which included a 61-52 victory over arch-rival 
University of Florida. 

Seminole tankman Phil Boggs brought national fame to Florida Staff 
by finishmg fourth ui the NCAA National Swimmmg and Divmg 
Championships in the three-meta <&nng cmiqietMra to qualiiy for 
All-America honors. 

GOLF 

In the biggest upset of the links season Florida State's golf team 
upset defending national champion University of Florida in the first 
golf meet of the seaMm with a 16-11 victory margin. The TiSie 
linksmen finished the season with a 7-1 record, the kmeloiicoiniiv in 
the Seminoles' second dual meet with Florida. 

Led by outstanding golfers Ron Fhflo. Mike Chedc and Sim Keedy 
the FSU Golf Team finialied the season with an inviution to the NCAA 
NaticHial Collegiate Golf Championships and completed the year ranked 
number 1 1 national^.

Administrative Affairs and Dr. Paul Craig, Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, it was on the recommendation of the respective advisory 
committees. 

Students were named to other university committees, including the 
Budget Committee and University Advisory Council. During 1969, 
student membenhip on such committees was to more than double. 

But the SDS issue was to be Marshall's Vietnam. SDS was to keep the 
hornets' nest alive. .Marshall had been Acting President less than a 
month when he announced his decision to uphold, as had Champion, 
John Arnold, Vice President for Student Affairs, in his refusal to 
recognize SDS. Anwdd was standing fmn de^ Studait Senate's 
grants of lecognition to SDS twiee. 

ALONG 
HOTSHONG 

Despite Marshall's decision. SDS went aliead with plans to use a 
room in the Union to present Fred Gordon. National Secretary of SDS. 
This would violate a university policy that only recognized student 
organizations use university facilities. On the afternoon of March 4. 
Marshall obtained a circuit court iqunctim barring SDS from all 
university facilities. SDS. now determined fot confrontetion, defied the 
injunction. That evening, while Gordon was speaking. Campus Security, 
bolstered by Leon County Sheriff Raymond Hamlin and riot police 
with bayonets, arrested him and 57 students. 

Several days of protests followed. Included were condenuuitions by 
the Faculty and Student Senates. But the campus soon returned to 
normalcy. 

The calm was broken, but by a disruption of a different nature. Cta 
the evening of Sunday. April 27, fire gutted Westcott HaD, extenavefy 
damaging administrative offices and Art Department offices and 
Studios. StudenU, faculty and administrators pitched in to form bucket 
lines, saving files, records, and tranacripU, and paiotinsy valued at 
580,000. This "spirit of Westcott" prevailed as the cao^ut regrouped 
Itself and attempted to recover from the fire. 

The fire had been caused by faulty electrical wiring. 

The "spirit of Westcott" ended oafy weeks later when several SDS 
members were arrested after an alleged disruption In the Union Aca<fe. 
The Committee Againsi Rt-picsMim (CARE) was organized to lead 
protesU against the arrests. On May 16, CAR£ submitted a list of 
demands to MarshaU. whose ofike was now temporarfly tocated in the 
Health Center. The demands included an end to "the repression on 
Cifiipus," and dropping of the charges against the arrested students. 
Several hundred persons spent the n^t in front of the Health Center 
and awaited Marshall's reply. The next rooming, they were dispersed by 
c anipus Security and riot poHce. CARE continued the demonttiationt. 
Ii led a march on the C^ol with aboM 400 paitic^Mats. But Oials 
neared. 

The quarter ended with CARE having fizded out and the 

controversy still being unresolved. At the end of the long, hot spring. 
Marshall had been censured by the f aculty and Student Senates, and 
severely criticized by Student Body President Brown, the Flambeau, 
and other students and faculty. Groiqts in support of the Acting 
President had arisen induding the Silent Majority and a facuhy group 
led by Dr. Robert Bone. 

Despite oppositton to Marshall, which included the faculty-stutknt 
advisory committee qipointed by Oumcdor Robert MantE, he wit 
appomted pemment President by the Regmts at its June meeting. 

A NEW QUARTrat. 
NEW CONCERNS 

The question was: "Where do we go from here"*" "We go forward - 
together," Marshall responded. Many who had led opposition against 
him said they were wffltaig to try. The Mautz advisory committee 

released a statement in which it stressed the need to rally around 
Marshall. Such support "is in the best interest of the university (and) 
we suggest that everything possible be done to seek and maintain our 
lurward thrust toward conunon academic goals," the committee said. 
As the new president strhres to represent the best interests and <tesires 
ot the university, he will need support and assistance." Student Body 
President Brown said. "We all want progress. For it, we must all 
share in the efforts as well as the rewards." 

The Fall quarter, v.hkh many expetted to be as tense as had been 
tlie spring, wasn't. Students were occupied with the national scene — 
the Vietnam Moraioriunis and the draft lottery. And Student 
Cfovemment found itself beset with dissent from within, including 
demands for independence. 

In the fail elections, liberal-radical element', made significant inroads 
in the Student Senate, capturing 1 2 of the 30 seats. The Senate's nature 
had changed. It now sought more control over student activities in the 
form of the authority to recognize all student organizations, including 
fraternities and sororities. Senators asked to see ^ and the request was 
denied soroniy constitutions. Though the recognition bill was 
defeated, members of the Senate persisted in their efforts to see the 
constitutions. This is sttli pending. The new Senate appropriated money 
to charter a bus to the November Vietnam Moratorium in Washington, 
D.C. The appropriations bill was vetoed by Student Body President 
Brown, citing "the precedent involved in the allocation of funds to a 
poUlical organization." 

Homecoma$ was reason for further internal disputes as the

the Homecoming Show. The dissent, which had been building for 
months, came to a head. The Union Board took steps to become 
independent or to, ti least, receive its funding on a per capita fee basis. 
Earlier in the quarter, the Athletic Board had lequetted Preadent 
Marshall to place its funding from student activitiy fees on a per capita 
basis As the year ended, ao tOnMMtkm leSoa had beca taken oa 
any of the requesU. 

For one quarter, SDS wasn't the leading headline maker. Several SDS 
members were arrested on the picket lines of strikers against the Elberta 
Crate and Box, Co. And there was potential for an SDS-administration 
coDfroBtatkm iriwR a regkmal SDS meeting wa> tdwdukd to be hdd at 
the Seminole Reservation. However, trouble was averted when the 
meetb^ was moved to a site not part of the university facihties. But, 
these activities when viewed in the l^t of Uune of the winter and 
spring seem incooqricious. 

There was one crackdown by the administration in late 1969. Vice 
Pteadmt AtaM clamped down on open houses in the utdveiuty 
residence haDs which, he felt, had gotten to be too open. After tfie 
mm residents ai Saffley HaB voted open houses which would be in 
effect arcNind-the-clock on weekends. Arnold said no. The Salley 
residents were forced to tone down their open houses to the dorm's 
normal operating hours. 

PROGRESS 

By almost anyone's standards, there were positive accom|rii^ments 
at FSU duruig 1969. Some progress was made in dealing with minority 
group problems and in establishing better rdatrans with minority 
groups. An exchange of faculty and students was initiated with Florida 
A & M University. Though the number of students involved still is 
insignificant, the groundwork was laid. A black studies curriculum was 
set up. Cultural and educational centers for black and international 
students were estaUiaiied. A black coed was elected to the 
Homecoming Court, 

Significant steps were taken to provide for junior college transfer 
students. A Kviaon of Juinor Ccdiege Af&irs was cieatied in the 
administration. A junior college division was created m Student 
Government. Faculty Senate abcriislied the requirement tlut JC 
transfers with Assooate in Arts d^raes stffl meet Fi^'s Basic StwUes 
requirements. 

W(»nen students, vitSk the eneapikm of fieahmen, wmt granted 
lelf-tegulated dormitory curfews. 

Quite a bit can be, and has been, said about 1969 at FSU. What can't 
be said, at least not said and the documented is that things were duU. In 
contrast, they were wild and wooly. At times, they were firw^rating, 
heartbreaking. And at other times, they were encouraging. But all of 
the time, they were educational, and in the true sense of the wxtrd. Of 
course, all the lessons weren't learned, in spite of the fact that they 
were ^ma. But. this is typkal of Hfe in 1969, idik^ in a nutdwU, is 
what FSU's trii^ and troubles and acoompHriimeats diui^ the ^ 
yearwMe. 
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undergarments and 
"qiearheaded a bitter f^ght fw

"contraptions of the devil . . . 
gjiastly and insidious things." 

Somewhat later, the 
Flambeau publidied a little nxne 
light on the FSU founder, 
putatively volunteered by a 
Thomasvffle descendant who 
undertook to refute the 
allegations of his insanity and 
explam that "all instances of 
abnormal behavior wen 
generally of a blithe and 
harmless nature." 

So? Lflte the time he was 
accused of throwing over-ripe 
tomatoes at the mourners in a 
funoal, and brushed it off with 
a counter -query, so irrefutable 
among poUttcians: '^Oidd I do 
a thing like that?" 

Yowig Davkl Morrffl. who 
spent last summer hitchhiking 
around Europe, sleeping in 
peasants' barns and 
such-revealed in liis Rep. 
Worthington just enou^ 
knowledge of a still common 
type of politician to make Mr. 
Worthington beliend>le to the 
naive, encfaaattag to the 
knowing. 

He even gave him a 
mysterious departure from 
history. He got involved with the 
"Smokey Ifoontain Bandits and 
they set sail for Africa's Ivory 
Coast in the spring of 18t>8 
aboard the Union Glory. They 
were never heard from again." 

Then arose the demand for 
historical research-which Mary 
McRory and Pkttie Baui of the 
State Library staff undertook. 

There never was a Mortimour 
T. Worthington in the Florida 
L^lsbitaie from any county at 
any time. The man who 
mtroduced the bfll establishing a 
college in Tallahassee was Sen. 
Owoi M. Avery of Escambia 
(about aa forgotten as 
Worthngton). He coulda't have 
been a member ci the Hft 
County school bond in 1827 
because Tift County wasn't 
established until 1905. Of 
course, there was no such book 
as the 1869 Annual Book of 
American Person^s from 
which his biography was drawn. 

Heck! No real Mortimour T. 
Wmthington! They'll name the 
new Fine Arts Building after 
someone perhaps less 
persond>le. 

Some critics of the 
architecture say it is more 
grotesque than Mr. Worthington 
would have liked (although I 
doubt that). Certainly, though, 
there will be works of art 
produced therein far less 
iqmsentative of human flair 
than the lit iiiy f.ibrication of 
young David Morrill.

Mortimer T. Worthii«ton is dead, kflled in cold 
blood by the hard hand of research- wiped from 
the pages of romantic history by the fact-finding 
efTrats of two kind little ladies at the State Ltoiy 
^Aio new really meant him any harm. 

Even in death, however, Mortimer made an 
important contribution to his beloved Florida SUte. 
Jt/Yaie searching through old records and reference 
books in an effort to debimk him, Mary McRory 
and Pat tie Paul discovered the real originator of 
FSU who is more mysterious tfian Mmtimer 
himself. 

Mortimer, for those who don't already know, was 
the invention of Flambeau staff writer David 
MorriU. Morrill claimed in a Nov. 12. 1969 story 
that his invention inUoduced the legislative bill 
creating FSU to 1850. He also claimed that 
Worthington, among other things, fought to legalize 
flush toilets, introduced elastic linings for 
undergarments and suffered fits of insanity. He 
disappeared in 1868 according to MorriU, off the 
coast of Africa in the company d notorious 
members of the phflanthio^c SeMkey MouMain 
bandits. 

"iTie Flambeau subsequently came out with a 

campaign to save the new Fine Arts Building after 
the illustrious founder. Mortimer became a topic of 
sincere adulation on campus. Various important 
personages, including a representative of the Board 
of Regents, called the State Library to find out 
more about the flamboyant Worthington. 

It was the calls to the library which spelled the 
beginning of the end for Mortimer. Mary McRory 
and Pattie Paul of the Research Depart lent. who 
are still Mortimer fans despite his debunking went 
to woric to And out matt about FSlPs founder- 
and proved that he never exsted. 

Their story in the January "State Library 
Newsletter" was picked up by Makom Johnson of 
the Tallahassee Democrat and the Flambeau 
Wednesday admitted that Mortimer was a hoax. 

But what about Owen M. Avery ftom Escambia 
County, the real founder of FSU? 

Information oa Avery is scarce. 

It is known that he was chairman of the State 
Senate C ommittee on Schools and Colleges during 
the legislative sessions of 1847, 1848 and 1850. It is 
known that he was an ardent believer in equal 
edtication for all Florida children. It is also known 
that he recommended the creation of two state 
seminaries, one in Ocala (later located in 
Gainesville) and one in Tallahassee. These seminaries 
w ere the forerunners of FSU and the Unhrersity of 
Florida. 

According to an article by Nita K. Pybum in the 
1959 book "Florida Educators", he also was a 
member of the house in 1846, 1862, 1863 and 1864 
where he assumed some reqxmsibilities for the 
prc^ess of various economic phases of the state. 

"Research has revealed," Miss Pybum adds, "no 



further information about his life and work."

his philosophy of education, however, do. 

He chainpioned a centeally controlled system of 
"common schoob^u oppoaed to locdly controlled 
township schools. Monday collected from each 
township should be pooled and distributed equally 
to aD parte of the sUte, he maintained. Townships 
with more money shouldn't be allowed to keep all 
of that money within their areas, he said. 

He didn't want to see chO&ea of poor families in 
poor counties poorly eduated because they had 
tl» mkfortune to Bve in tl» wrrmg irface. 

In a report delivered to the senate in 1848, he 
showed that in Jackson County, for instance, there 
were 141 chfliben and no moiwy available for 
schools. In Cdhoun County there were no chfldren 
and $1 ,500 available for schools. 

Miss Pyburn says the report shows ""the strength 
of character of Aveiy, the breadth of his vision and 
the acumen of his thhddfv." 

In 1848 there were no schools at all in many 
parts of the sute. After passage of the common 
school law supported by Avery te 1848, icfaod 
consturction began to boom and a complete 
common school system was in operation by 1 860. 

Two years later, in 1850, he again mounted a 
campaign to improve education, this time arguing 
for the creatkm of cdleges to turn out teachers for 
tlw conuncm schools. 

These east and west seminaries, he said, should 
also train students "in medunical arte, in 
husbandry, and agricultural chemistry, in the 
fundamental laws and in what regards the rights and 
(hitiesof dtizens." 

He believed in study of the Constitution and the 
Bible and "those arts which ennoble man and make 
him trtily independent." Miss Pybum does not 
elaborate on just what courses he felt were best 
suited to ennoble the studente of the future FSU 
and U of P. " 

Avery's philosoi^y of educatkm wis included in 
the 1850 bin establishing the two new seminaries, 

and by I860, both colleges were m operation. 

Which is all well and good. Bui who was Owen M. 
Avery? What profession did he follow, where was he 
born, what lands did he vistt, what adwmtaies dkl 

he pursue? 

Could it be that he had an interest in flush toilets 
and whistlii^ tea kettlM and the Ivory Coast of 
Africa . . .? 

Oh, well. We probably will never know. But it 
would be a shame to believe that he was an ordinary 
iarmer who never traveled any further thm Leon 
C ounty and dkin't have a flnmboyant bone in his 

body. 

With just a little imagination, and a little 
cooperation from the administration, the spirit of 
Mortimer T. Worthington could live on in the name 
qS Owen M. Awry - and Owen M. Avery Hall, a 
gaudy brkk mont'ment to Florida State fine arts.

I Per Capita Plan Criticized

A request by tbe University Unioa 
Board for a $7.50 per student deduction 
bom quarterly registration fees for Union 
(^Kfitioos, ratlwT than the normd 
itudeot government allocatioo, has drawn 
itiong criticism from two student leaders 
tUsweek. 

Both Wayne Rubinas, Student Body 
Vice PtetUenx, and Rock LeVeUle, 
Seoetuy of State, have voiced objections 
to the per capiu plan, and daim it would 

reduce funds available to other campus 
activities to about one-third of their 
present level. 

The Union request, mule early bat 
month foUowii^ a study by the Union 
Board fmance committee, would increase 
the Union budget from last year's figure 
of S22S JOOO to over S430^. 

The idea of a per cjpiia allocation 
directly to an activity was first proposed 
in late November when the Unhrersity 
Athletic Board requested President 
Marshall to allot intercollegiate athletics 
u SB p» mitm Aaie erf etch quuta's 



registration fee. Approrri or either 

request would remove the responsibility 
for the budgeting of the university 
Activity and Swvioe Fee horn the I 
of itu^sitti 



Several student leaders have expresHd 
concenu that approval of the two 
requests would leave so little money that 

all other allocations would hive to be 
sliced by about 63 percent. 

Wayne RuMnas, commenting on the 
UDioa Board request mad, "> have no 
doid)ts thiit it a careful study of the 
Union were conducted, it would be 
shown to be one of the most over-staffed 
and inefficiently run agendes in tte state 
of Florida. We are going to have to look 
long and hard at the Unioa this year 
before any decisioB is made." 

Union Board Chairman Dave FuBet 
and Board member Sbeih Snow 
yesterday claimed most of the reqtiested 

increase m funds would be spent on 
administrative salaries and utilities and 
maintaHuioe costs. 

Said Fuller, "There is too much money 
being budgeted for salaries and 
requisitiinis.'' 

He claimed that the union 
administration is overburdened with 
imtdMu red tape, and quoted Union 



Director Paul Duirett as saying he spent 

nearly half of his time signing papers, and 
didn't have time for the most important 
duties of his position. 

"It's not his fault that salaries and 
costs are so high, he's just caught up in 
the FSU vidous dude of nA tape, mi 
FuUa. 

Fuller said he supported the per capita 

allocation plan because the Unioa 
couldn't afford to lose its necessuy 
appropriation. 

Members of several aaapm 
oigMiiatioM which stand to take 
substantial losses if per capita 

appropriations are approved -Marching 
Chiefs, International Club, Intramurals, 
DiiBor sports, drama groups and 
others-have already begun t( voice 
objections to the plan, but dent 
leaders fed there is a better tl 'ven 
chance that Preadent J. St^iwy hall 
will ignore the usual proced of 
handling the Activity and Servi Fee 
through student government and may 
approve a pa capita pbn, at least for 
Intercollegiate Athletics. Student 
govenunent spokesmen said yesterday

system. 

i!' ( hanccllor Robert Mautz said that there wouW be no new 
. m student fees durmg the next year. He said that the

Mautz abo asked for a seven percent inaeMe in faculty pay, sayoig it 
was necessary to keep Honda universities competitive with other 
schools.

Per Capita Fees 
Would Hurt Many 



Still another university activity lias requested that its share 
of student activities fees be determined on the basis of a 
student per capita charge. The Union Board has proposed to 
President Stantey Mnrshall fliat a straight $7.50 per student 
be aUocated in next year's Student Activities Fees Buc^t for 
Union activities. 

This follows closely on the lieels of a proposal by the 
Athletic Board that a straight S8 per student be aUocated for 
ipterc«rilegiate athletics. 

Presently, allocations for tlic Union and intercollegiate 
atliktics are included in the budget which Student 
Govaranmit piepucs and iec(munends to MwshaD. 

The arguments presented to justify Ae Athktic and Union 

Board proposals arc simibr. Both boards contend that for 
planning purposes they must luiow well in advance of each 
fiscal year how much money they win have to woik wifli; 
which requires some type of equitable arrangement. Both 
stress the need for the additional money the student per 
capita fees will bring in. 

We o^iosed the proposed intercollegiate athletics fee. We 
abo HNBt oppose the proposed fee for Umon activities. Both 
boards could make legitimate use of additional 
money-certainly for expansion of their programs and, 
periiqis, just to ooatiHae pieaent programs. But most major 
student activities on campus could make similar use of 
additional revenue. And, what seems to be the critical point 
heie, these odier actfrlties cm*t afford s^mfkant cuts in tfie 
amount of their allocation from student activities fees. This is 
what enactment of the Union and Athletic Boards pr(^osals 
would I 



bi Ok 1969-70 Student Activities Fees Budget, tiie Union 

Wi's allocated S225,000 and intercollegiate athletics 
SI 75, 000. If their allocations are based on the proposed 
Student per capita fees, in 1970-71 , the Umon woidd iMeive 
liwut $439,000 and intercollegiate athletics about $467,000. 
This, together with the allocation for the Health Center 
(about 40 percent of the total fees) would account for about 
90 percent of the total fees, leaving only about 10 percent or 
^ut $190,000. Out of this would have to come the 
location for Student PubUcations, which this year was 
$134,000, Student Government (for operating expenses), 
which was $25,000, university bands, whidi was $30,000, as 
well as aHocations for all other student activities. 

There just "ain't no way.** 

It is not known for certain how seriously President 
MaxshaB is considering the ^lecific fees proposed by the two 
boards. However, he is taking the idea of per capita fees, 
whidi would eliminate any influence now held by Student 
Government over the Union and athletics, very seriously. (It 
has been rumored for some time that he is displeased with 
Student Government "mterfeienoe" in pcepantion of the 
StaOnA Adinties Fees Budget.) 

The Union and Athletic Board proposals are unfortunate. 
Not only would they mean the hanging of everybody else in 
tiie allocation of funds, but a drastic step backwards. At tfie 
University of Fltnida and many otiwr major institutions, the 
student fofemment has little, if any, say in the aUocation of 
student activities fees. Hare there exists signiflcant student 
invoiv«WBt-at least, for now.

EDGARTOWNJdass. (UPI) - Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy told his two closest friends he would 
report Mary Jo Kopechne's death to poKce but in 
apparent shock and confusion he failed to do so for 
about nine hours. UPI learned Wednesday. 

Joseph F. Gargan, a cousin, and Paul F. Maikhan, 
former U.S. Attorney for Massachusetts, testified 
Tuesday at the seaet inquest into the death and 
offered the first explanation why they iiad not 
reported the tragedy sooner. 

District Attorney Edmund S. Dinis predicted 
Wednesday the inquest he ordered and presided over 
by District Judge James A. Boyk would end 
"around midday" Thursday. 

Later, diatting with newsmen, he refused to 
discuss the inquest. But when asked if he would 
vote for Kennedy m the U.S. Senatorial election in 
November. Dinis replied, "If Sen. Kennedy is the 
Dwnocratic nominee, 1 expect I will vote for him. 

Asked if he would campaign for Kennedy, Dinis 
lei^, "If I do, well be on the same ticket," 
meaning Dinis' own re-dectioa as district attorney 
comes up in November. 

Kennedy and Miss Kopechne were attending a 
cocAout leunimi of the late Sen. Robert F. 



Kennedy's canqmgp woricm on nearby 
Chappaquiddick Island lart July when, the senator 
said, he started to drive her to the last ferry to 
Edgartown. He to(* a wrong turn and his car went 
off a bridge into a tidal pond. Kennedy ewaped but 
sbe was trapped. 

One niajo question has been why neither Gargan 
nor Markham reported the accident or how they 
faSed to adxise Kennedy to notify authorities. 

Tliey test Tied the senator told them he would 
report the accident as soon as he returned to 
Edgartown, UPI learned. However, after failing with 
his two friends to rescue Miss Kopechne, 
Kennedy-apparently in sbodc and coofiued— did 
not notify police until about nine hours later. 

Gargan and MadclHua said Kennedy took them 
from the co<*oat to Ae crash site and they all tried 

unsuccessfully to rescue the 28-year-old secretary 
When Kennedy swam the channel separating 
Chappaquiddkk from Edgartown, they said they 
felt he would tell police.

Arnold saki this week that he 
will not accept the last phrase in 
this statement. He claimed he 
told the CouncS in Dec. 29 and 
Jan. 6 memos that all dunns 
must conform to regular closing 
hours at all times. 

Arnold also took excepticm to 
a reomunendation that only 
two-thirds of the residents 
votiag be required to approve an 
open iMMise proposal. He is hi 
favor of the present university 
rul requiring the af^iroval of 
two-thirds of the total residents. 

The Dorm Council reasoned 
that, under present regulations, 
an open house could be 
sabotaged if a few more than 
one-third of the residents were 
simfrfy too apa fl ie t i c to vote on 
the issue. 

A r eco mm endation by the 
Council that the administratioil 
provide night directors for di 
opperdaaa donns that do not 
have them now wQl be taken 
under study, Arnold said. He 
ruled hi Honaim that a staff 
member must be oad«ty dniag 
an open house.

.. Kibler, in a letter to 
President Marshall last Nov. 
20, said "...though I think it 
is a heaMiy fonctkm of 
Student Government for 
them to advise you in these 
dlocations, I would deem it 
an unhealthy sign if Student 
Government labored under 
the m iaapp ee h ens i on diat 
their recommendations 
were not subject to 
whatever change yam 
deemed proper." 

What Kibler is quite 
obviously saying is that 
^tudent Government is 
aHowed tiie experience of 
preparing a budget, but 
nothing they decide is 
binding on the university 
President. He may accept 
the budget wifli little 
change, or he can scrap the 
whole process and dictate 
H^ro p ri ations MnMelf. 

Unfortunately. Student

Brown said that, according to hit hrtorpr^atiOD, the president of the 
university must solicit Student Govenunent's leconmendatioiis before 
.allocating, the budget. This interpretation was affirmed according to 
Brown by BOR member Chester H. Ferguson and President Marshall 

Marshall said that the BOR statemmt was "clear in wording and 
spkit" that the p i ei Men t should seek recommendations from student 
government before the budget allocation. 

Marshall did indicate, however, that he would make major changes in 
Studeat Govanimmt aHocitk»8 if he felt that they were necessary. He 
said, "under the present system I hue the mpoaaMtity under the 
Regents of making those decisions." 

When questioned about the possibility of Student Government 
eventually being free at presidential override, Marshall said that such an 
arrangBmeat was outikle of existing law, aad at this time woaU be 
"umvofkable."

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Kirk Wants 'Super' Return

TALLAHASSEE' FLA. (UPI) 
-Gov. Oaude Knk began 
organizing a task force of public 
o f ficials and businessmen 
Thursday to nuke a bid to 
return the Supa Bowl footbaO 
game to MiamL 

But Kiik said he is convinced 
any return of the game from 
' New Orleans to Miami is in the 
distant future. He accused Miami 
and Dade County interesU of 
unimaginatwe planning" m 
losing the bowl m the first place 
and then not mailing a concerted 
effort to get it back. 

Kirk and MJ . "Bunny" Mick, 
his one-doliar-a-year sports 
consultant, aid bowl sponsors 
wanted the gune in Miami, but 
felt compelbd to puH out 
because Orange Bowl Stadium 
doesn't seat enough people. 

The governor also ordered his 
tran^rtation department to 
start putting togethCT a plan for 
highway expuuion to move 
millions of peo(rie in a bid to 
bring the dympic games to 
Miami in 1980. 

The two things tie together, 
he said, in a campaign to make 
Florida the "^rts capital of the 
w«^." 

The first Super Bowl was held 
in Los Angeles in 1967, then 
moved to Miami for two years. 
It will be played in New Orleans' 
Sugar Bowl Sunday and there 
have been reports that a strong 
push is being make to sign it up 
there for two more years. 

Although Kirk said "I'm 
convinced we've lost it", he also 
said his administratkM has 
alerted the sports editors of 
Miami newspapers and television 
stations tu get behind effisits to 
bring the bowl back. 

And Mfck t<dd UH he does 
not think any decision on next 
year's bowl will be made before 



the joint AFL-NFL amrad 
meeting in March. 

"We're going to put together a 
task force of the right people to 
^>pear at that meeting," Mick 
said. He said the group also will 
appear before Natk>nal Football 
League Commiisioner Pete 



The Sugar Bowl seats about 

7.000 more fans than the Orange 
Bowl, Mick said, which makes a 
difference hi the gate of S90JOOO 
to $100/300. 

"But we cannot sit back and 
let a S2 million attraction go 
permanently because we're short 
S90,000 gfou gate, he sidd. 

Mick said he hates to see the 
Orange Bowl expanded because 
it ultimately is going to have to 
be replaced by a "retractable 
dome-type" stadium-whichi in 
hot or rainy weather would be 
covered and air ccmditioned, and 
in the winter months be opened 
to the Florida sua.

Regents Consider Tenure

Qianges in faculty tenure 
policies aad a dedsion whether 
or not to accept a $20 million 
gift computer will be major 
agenda items for the Bond of 
Regents when they oooveae 
today at Tampa. 

The proposed tenure policy 
woidd requke a faculty member 
to work five years before 
granting consideration for 
tenure. This compares with the 
present policy of three years. 
Another point in the proposed 
policy would terminate tenure at 
age 65, but those instructors 
already tenured would retain it 
until age 70. 

The proposal for a mqor 
policy change comes after more 
than six months of debate over 
hiring and firing procedures. 

The RegenU duriqg ttie July 
1969 meeting left more than 
250 instructors in a state <rf 
limbo by deferring their tenure 
mtfl the Septeniber meeting. 



The actiba was against the 

recommendation of State 
Univentty Chancellor Robert 
Mairtz, who asked for app ro v al 
of the instructors' tenure before 
a study of policies and a 
moratoriimi was effected. 

Florida State at that time 
(July 1969) was noted as having 
the lowest number of instructors 
in the state on tenure. FSU 
showed only 32 percent, 
compared lo University of 
Florida's 54 percent, of tenured 
facahy. 

When the September meeting 
convened, the Board again 
Stayed oonider^km of tenure 
until more study could be aide 
of the situation. 

The proposed policy also 
includes a provisiaa for student 
evaluation of tenure 
nominations. 

Another major item on 
Moad^s agenda for dw BCm to 
consider will be the acceptance 
of a $20 million SDS-9300 
oompitfer.

practitioners of law while the American Association of Law 
Schools represents the academic community. Its approval is 
especially important to students who do graduate stody in 
law or transfer to other law schools. 

FSU's law school was founded in 1966 by Den Mmm 
Ladd who retired ui 1969 but has returned to campoB to 
teach during the winter quarter. Our most sincere thanks are 
especially extended to him for his diligence and leade r s h ip. 
Dean Morse referred to the accreditation as a cieAt to tfie 
sound beginning given our College of Law by Dem Ladd and 
to the dedication of our faculty and students. 

Early in 1968, after only two years in existence, the school 
was awarded approval by die ABA. If this wasn't an 
outstanding enough feat, 100 percent of its first graduating 
class who took the Florida Bar Examination passed it. There 
are sevevd law schools around the country who have on 
occasion had 100 percent of their graduates who took a bar 
exam pass it but we have not been able to find any law 
sdiool that achieved this goal with its ftst graduating daas. 
FSl! went 39 for 39. 

The accreditation by the AALS merely brin^ to a head 
die many remarkriile aocomi^iiments and u m e i c BtiB g 
progress of the Law School during its young life. 

We we very impressed with the developments to date and 
express ttanks and best widies fot continued success. We feel 
that our law sdiool is another superb aspect of Florida State 
of which we can all be justifiably proud.

Chiefs 'Super' Cha

NEW ORLEANS (Un)-Tbe 
Kansas City Chiefs, led by a 
quarterback named Len Dawson 
who refined to rrttk under 
tmific premne, gave the 
American Football League its 
second straiglit upsel victory in 
the Super Bowl Sunday, 23-7, 
over the Minnesota VSoBgt. 

Dawson, after a harrowing 
week in which his name was 
mentioned in connection with a 
gambling investigation in 
Michigan, completed 12 of 17 
passes, including a 47 -yard 
touchdown toss to Otis Taylor. 

Sharing the hero's role for the 
Chiefs, who came all the way 
back on this chilly, overcast day 
from the humiliation they 
suffered in the first Super Bowl 
game three years ago, was Jan 
Stenerud, who kicked three field 
goals and two extra points. 

On a day that started with a 
tornado watch being proclaimed 
in the New Orleans area after 
n^t-iong rain that tuned the 
turf at the Sugar Bowl soggy, the 
Vikmgs trom the iiorthland 
never got rolling. 

First, it was Stenerud who 
stung the NFL Champions. 

After e^t minutes and eight 
seconds of play, the 
Nor«'egian-boni soccer style 
kicK^r thumped the biD om the 
crossbar from the VHcingi' 
, 48-yard line to give Kansas City 
a 3-0 lead it maintained until the 
end of the first quarter. 

Stenerud connected twice 
more in the second period, omm 
from the 32-yard line and again 
from the 25-yard sti^, to boost 
the lead to 9-0. 

That was the U« 
three-pointer he was to kick 
during the afternoon leaving 
him one short of the Super Bowl 
record of four fleld goals set by 
Don Chandler of the Packers in 
But those three blows 
were mortal-the Vikings never 
were d>ie to toMUk thorn nine 
points.

If proposals are 
weak or if there has been past 
misuse of funds then Student 
Govemroent win deservedly k»e 
out in the fierce competition for 
limited funds. If outstandingh 
strong and based on responsible 
past use, then the budget for 
StudRit Government will be 
increased. Let us all put mi!

I ha I they move to the back and stand. They 
refused and asked for retnrn of their money. The 
driver denied this request and drove a half a block 
to a gas station where he called a police officer 
who arrested the girls on a charge of placing 
themsleves in a position to cause a riot. 

Two days later on Sunday night. May 28. they 
four»d a burning cross in the front yard of the 
house in which they were staying. The toUowing 
day a rally was held on the FAMU campus 
attended by 2.300 persons. The assembled wted 
to refrain from riding city buses until equal 
treatment could be guaranteed . 

Later that day, a meeting of local black clergy, 
civic leaders and members of the FAMU 
community met and formed an organization which 
could provide the leadership required in 
uadertakuig a fid! boycott. The Inter-Civic Coundl 
(ICC) was the result, and its leaders, as represented 
by its officers and executive committee, called a 
city-wide bus boycott moving simultaneously to 
provide alternative tran^wrtation through a car 
pool.

additional support among the black community, 
eventually reaching nearly 100 per cent support 
among the city's black resklents. Prior to the 
boycott this group had leinesented 60 per cent of 
the bus company's customers. 

Fffons hv old guard black leaders failed early 
in June to resolve the situation and it became dear 



that the new comers were in control. The City 
Commission, dominated by the city's business and 
financial community, seemed to be wiOtag to 
concede and compromise with the new leadership. 

The ICC made three demands of the city and 
bus company: complete integraticm <rf' seating, the 
hiring of black drivers for the predominatly black 
routes, and more courteous service from all 
drivers. The city and company readily agreed to 
the latter demands but stood firm on the first 
point, refusing to consider the possibility of 
complete integration of seating. For this reason, 
the boycott continued; fares were raised from 10 
to 15 cents and the two Negro routes were 
dropped Despite all efforts, the bus company 
continued to lose about 60 per cent of its revenue 
and was farced to cease operations Julv I. 1956. 
STAGE TWO: CRYSTALLIZATION 
Waiting seemed to be the work in midsummer 
but under the surface crystallization <rf attitudes 
was taking place. 

On July 9 the chamber of commerce proposed 
a campaign to reinstate bus service on a limited 
basis. The Senior Chamber released its executive 
manager, Thomas Brownlee, to serve as director of 
the effort and appointed a commit tee to assist him 
which included prominent business, financial and 
professional leaders of the community. 

Perhaps as important was the suggestion and 
support of the Jaycees for a law enforcement 
crackdown on the backbone of the boycott-the 
car pool. 

The Talhhassee Democm told Uie storv in its

banner headline July II, "Boies Will Ron Agui 
On " Tailored' Scheduiet." 

As the date for the resumption of service, 
August 2, approached, the "Ride the Bus" 
campaign swung into gear. Questionnaires were 
distr&uted to detrnnine new routes, door to door 
canvassing was carried out by the 10 major civi 
associations to increase support, free passes were 
sent to custnnm 1^ dowirtoini nwntents, and 
rides the first day of servKe ware free. 

This oitire effort, which was to continue for 
several months, showed the white power structure 
had decided to oppose the newer black tactics and 
leadership It seems that this former group lacked 
the degree of unity possessed by the latter, but 
this was more than compensated for in other 
resources, njt the least of these was control of the 
political machinery and financial assets of the 
community, which had the support of a majority 
of the white pt^ktioii. One needs also to 
remember that cessation of public transportation 
hurt downtown interests in the pocketbook, if not 
in perstinal inconvenience. 

STAGE THREE: THE CAR POOL ENDS 
Legal action which had been threatened during 
June and July finally became a fact in hte August. 
The city was careful not to move in this area until 
it hil it had nough evkience for charge that could 
be justified on appeal to higher courts. The 
commission had been considering a strong anticar 
pool cmUnmce in late July,but this idea and one 
suggesting police harrassment of those discharging 
and picking up passengers were scrapped. Instead 
it was decided to prosecute car pool drivers for 
vkilation of sUte sututes covering vehicles offered 
for hire. 

In an opinion State Attorney General iUdiard 
Ervin said that car pocd vihicles required the 
ai^ropriate for hire license tag. The ruiing was 

given, at the request of the state motor vehicle 
director, August 3 Just one day after the buses 
began operating on taflored schedules. 

The arrests began about three weeks later and 
the total reached 21, including all of t.he ICC 
officers, by August 29. Each was released on $100 
bond. Mayor John Humphress and other city 
ofFicials denied the arrest were harassment and 
allowed the pools to continue in (Operation until 
the matter was settled in court. 

Circuit Cort Judge Hugh Taylor denied a 
petition fiom the ICC thai charges be dropped and 
a writ of prohibition against the prosecution be 
granted. A similar motion had dready been denied 
in city court. Several continuances in the cases were 
granted, and the trial did not occur until late 
October. 

Meanwhile the bus company was still in trouble 
financally. Despite the massive campaign by the 
Chaniber of Commerce and the transfer of two 
long time black emptoyeses to the positions as 
drivers on the two black routes, business remained 
off about 40 per cent according to bus manager 
Carter. He estimates that 4 to 600 out of his 2^00 
daily pasengers were black. After motions for 
delay and dismaissal had been heard and reheard, 
the trial of the 21 drivers began in the City Coivt 
room of Judge A,Rudd on October 17. During the 
four days of testimony, over 75 witnesses were 
called. Special prosecutor for the city Mark R. 
Hawes emphasized the economic aspects of the 
pool's operation questionmg numerous 
businessmen about purchases of gas and other 
products by the ICC. Mis star witness was 
Detective Sgt. R. J. Strickland whose testimony 
took two and a half hours. He could not, however, 
substantiated any direct paymenU by riders for 
services or salaries for dirvers. 

The trial ended the morning of October 20 and 
Rudd immediately sentenced the 21 to a 6aday 
jail term and an additional 60 days or $500, after 
convicting them of all charges. He gave them four 
days to appeal and set Oieir appeal bond at $1,000 
each. Several delays took place and the bonds were 
not acutally received until December 8, the final 
deadline set by Judge Rudd. The courts were thus 
left to decide the outcome of the issue. 

The Supreme Court had already declared 
s^regation fflegal m the Montgomery case on 
November 13 and two months later a federal judge 
decided that the Florida Slate segr^tion law as 
apirfied to Miami buses was imooMtititfowd. Tke 
soluUon seemed to be itt hand but furtfa 
complications developed.

If the December federal tax 
lefoim was des^ned to help 
mkldle-income people, it didn't 
accomplish it. said Florida State 
economist Dr. Charles 
Rockwood on a WFSU-TV 
program yesterday. 

"Congress eiucted a law 
which basically helps wealthier 
people. Under the new law. 
wealthy taxpayers will pay 
less," Dr . Rockwood said. 

"For the maqority of 
mkldle-income famiHes, the 
amount of federal income ia,xes 
will be about the same, they just 
won't increase as mudi as they 
would have otherwise." 

Or. Rockwood pointed to the 
reduced tax schedules as 
favoring the persons in the top 
income brackets. In 1963, tJie 
top bracket was taxet at 91 pa 
cent. Under the new law , the top 
rate win be SO per cent by 1973. 

"That's a 600 per cent 
increase in pay for the wealthiest 
taxpayers," he said. 

Rockwood estimated that 
under the new law, a single 
person wMh a S22,000 annual 
income will pay about the same 
percentage of his 



in^iMiie .IS 



multi-inillionaire. Failure to 
close tax law loo^ndes wUdi 
favor wealthy corporations and 
individuals was a main defect of 
the new tax bill, according the 
the economist. 

Rockwood noted that oil 
companies, which had their 
depletion allowance cut by the 
bOl, wouM not have their tax 
situation affected much. 'The 
depletion allowance was only 
one of several ways to avoid 
their tax liability. The allowance 
was not cut enought oi make 
much of a difference," he said. 

Roockwood made proposals 
for the tax bin to a VS. Senate 
committee in the summer of 
1969. His proposals would have 
doubled the intervals between 
tax brackets as a method of tax 
relief for middle-income 
taxpayers. 

The drop in revenue would 
have been made up by some stilf 
loophole-closing, including 
elimiiuting the oil depletion 
aUowance completely and 
eUmination the capital gains tax 
for corporations, according to 
his proposal. 

Some positive provisions of 
bill pdsscd w ere the tax relief to 



low-income families and the 
doshig of (tepredation looplmies 
in business and apartment 
construction. 

Rockwood appeared on 
"Reach," a program which 
presents activities of faculty and 
studnets which affect the 
tommunity.

Then, he returned to 
the hospital for a crash program 
on leuning to uae the artificial 
leg.

He then 
swapped ends with his cane and 
pretended to use the handle like 
tlie head of golf putter. 

"It's really not bad ," remarked 
the kkl with the sparkling brown 
eyes and an everready smUe.

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Supreme Court 
On Discrimination 

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The Supreme Court refused Monday to hear 
aiguments that de facto segregation stemming solely from 
neighborhood housing patterns diould be allowed in the Soudi. 

The court issued a brief order which, as customary, gave no reason 
lor its refusal to review legal isaies regarding school attendance zones in 
Indianaola, Miss. 

The action left in effect a ruling by the 4th Circuit Court of Appeals 
which rejected the zoning on grounds it resulted in substantially the 
same amount of school segregation as existed previously. 

A three^udge panel of the circuit ruled that although the new zoning 
lines were drawn without regard to race, they must be revised to effect 
lurther dese^egation. The judges ci'ed previous Supreme Court 
decisions that in the South, where schools previously were segregated 
by law, local officials must take positive action to wipe out any 
lingering effects of those laws. 

The Supreme Court, which issued a number of orders Monday but 
handed down no ofrinions, also: 

■Left standing a state court ruling upholding antidiscrimination 
provisions in a construction contract in Cleveiand-a case likely to bear 
on the Nixon Administration's Ftifladeiphia Plan of goals for hirii^ 
Negroes in the building trades. 

-Agreed to rule whether federal anti-communist laws can be used to 
keep Communist party candidates off election ballots. 

-Refused to review the court martial conviction of a former Air 
Force captain who admitted meeting with communist agents in East 
Berlin while vacationing there in I '560. 

-Refused to review the narcotics conviction ol a Buffalo, N. Y., man 
arrested after police had a teen-^e girl hdp them monitor 
conversations in his home using a miniature radio transmitter. 

■Rejected j challenge to a Massachusetts law limiting distribution of 
birth control d evices to doctors and pharmacirts.

If you have ever tracked down 
reference material in the Ubrary 
only to find the material you 
need has been cut out, torn or 
stolen, you know how 
frustrating it cw be. And it b 
even more frustrating if the 
library does not have a duplicate 
copy because Xeroxed pages 
ordered throu^ InterUbrary 
Loan take weeks to arrive. 

Mutilation and theft of 
materials has reached such 
proportions that, although this 
has been a major problem for 
some time, the library is 
approaching a crisis situation 
according to Mrs. Alice Moore, 
assistant head librarian. 

Here are a few of the 

instances: at the end of last 
quarter. entire current 
periodicals such as .\tlantic. 
Harper's, and Saturday 
Review were disappearing at 
such a rate that the ones which 
remained were kept at the 
reserve desk and checked out to 
students. The plastic binders 
which cost S.^i apiece are also 
constantly taken. 

A few days after the new 
Dictionary of Economics was 
received by the library, a 
four-line definition of

Miss Helen Haines, head ot 
the humanities division, 
attributes the destruction of 
library materials to a "snail 
majority." "What we need," she 
said, "is to teach the 
responsibility of everywie to 
protect their materials, and to 
take a stronger stand with stiff 
penalties for violations." 

Mrs. Moore said that the 
faculty could help by 
diversifying subject matter of 
assignments instead of having an 
entire sectton took up one 
subject or read a certain article. 

"One thing is for sure," said 
Mrs. Moore. "The push for 
improvement will have to come 
from the students."

The past half-century of Florida history as seen 
through the eyes of former Florida Secretary of State 
Robert A. Gray is compOed in tbe stadc of 
scrapbooks donated this wedc to tke Robert 
Manning Strozier Library. 

Letters, press clipi^ mkI photographs dating 
baclc to 1903-the beginning of Gray's long career 
of governmental service-fill the scrapbooks in 
haphazard order. 

When Gray goes throi^h the books, he recala 
anecdotes about most of the bits and pieces. Many 
ol his handwritten comments are on the clippings 
and pictures. The library also has tape recordings 
of Cray recithig stories of well-kwown peofrie and 
events. 

His political career spanned the period from 
1903 to 1961. He served in two dective positiam

Secretary of State. He also served as state auditor, 
county finance examiner, and assistant 
comptsoiBa. Early in his career he was assistant to 
Park Tramriell first while Trammell served as 
governor of Florida and then as a U. S. Senator.

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The effective end to the bus boycott of '56 came 
with the convictions of the 21 car pool operators in 
city coort. The car pools were abondoned by the 
Inter- Cine Council and many were left with no 
aitonative but to ride the buses.

The following morning the five members of the 
executive committee of ICC rode several buses that 
catered to predominantly white passengers. They sat 
near the front and were not interfered with by any 
of the drivers.

on Dec 26. the oonmrisaion revoked tbe company's 

franchise and arrested company officials and drivers 
when they started their routes as usual on the 27th. 

The buses were allowed to remain in service after 
the arrested were released on bond pending trial. 
The foHowii^ morning a federal judge signed a 
restraining order against the city's action inorder to 

maintain the status quo until a state court could 
determine whether the city's policies were 

constitutional. 

The entire situation remained unstable, however, 
and Gov Leroy Collins ordered the buses off the 
roads Jan 2, 19S7. He did so under a provision of a 
biD passed the previous summer by the legislature as 
a part of a package aimed at allowing the 
maintenance of segregation in the state. In the 
message which accompanied the order, Collins 
attacked the positions of the black leadership and of 
the hard core segregationists with equal fury. The 
buses remained kOe untfl Jan 12, when the order 
was lifted. 

In the interim, the city had devised a plan by 
whidi individuals would be assigned seats by the 
driver as they paid their fares. If the person was 
dissatisfied he could obtain a refund but if he 
occupied a seat other than the one assigned, he was 
liable to arrest. The penalty was set at a maximun of 
60 days or $500 fine. 

The first to be charged with violation of the 
ordinance were five students on Jan 20. All but one 
•attended FAMU or its white counterpart, Florida 
Sute University. The three were convicted in Judge 
Rudd's court and ghren the maximimi penalty. Thefa- 
lawyer immcdictely filed an appeal with Federal 
Judge De Vane, but he refused to hear the case 
because legal remedies available in the state courts 
had not been thoroi^ly exhausted. 

A FOOTNOTE 
If an end to the boycott need be establidied it 
can be at this point. The new rule on seating 
ass^ments allowed the bus company and drivers to 
inlcrgralc without arousing the rath of either the 
city fathers or black community. Slowly blacks 
relumed to riding the buses on a de facto non 
iliscrimjiiator basis.

of the three students, the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to hear an appeal from Judge De Vane's 
<lecliioa on Mudi 17, 1958. The state circuit court 
and supreme court had earlier upheld their 
ctmvictions and two of the accused surrendered 
themsleves and served about one-fourth of their 
sentences. They were then placed on one yen's 
probation fai Ueu of tlw remainder of their sentence 
by the City Commission upon Judge Rudd's 
recommendation. The other student forfeited his 
bond. 

THE OUTCOME 

The boycott was a mixed sucess in its aim of 
intergrating the city's buses but several dei^ 
significant resulu arose out of the controversy. 

First, a new set of black tactics and leaders came 
to the front in Tallahassee. In several surveys 
conducted among the leadership of both the white 
and blade community and general black population, 
significant shifts were indicated. Although not seen 
as legitimate, the new black leadership was 
locognized by their white opposites as tfw 
infiuential force in the black community. These 
while leaders further with the tactics of direct 
action as well as judicial confirontatitms. 

Secondly, the black population showed a 
solidification of purpose and will that might not 
have been expected before the controversy. They 
formed a strong organization practice over i^t 
whidi fed a highly effectne boycott. The genoal 
black community's support and conunitment to the 
cause ot des^^tion put the kaden, black vaA 
white, on notice they they wanted an nd to 
s^r^tion of the races. 

Lastly, this early expression of dissent in the civil 
ri^ts levohition pointed to possiife futioe effmls 
to gain equality of treatment by use of direct 
action. The sUte was set for the CORE sit-ins of 
various TaOahaaaee buainesaes durii« 1959 and *60.

D.C. Several years ago, it 
received $100,000 in grants 
from philantluopic groups to 
purchase two pieces of 
equipment, and had been given 
money to develop special 
{m^ramming such as teaching 
aids. 

The big problem is capital 
funding, or the money which is 
spent for such things as new 
tubes or transistors. Capital 
funding, however, must come in 
a request with justification from 
the university and Wood said 
there was no request in the 
works.

Students for a Democratic 
Society member Rick Johnson 
took the Fifth Amendment 
twice yesterday in the second 
session of die SDS fqjnictioa 
hearing. 

Johnson, unto advice from 
defense lawyer Richard WIson. 
refused to answer cpiestioas 
pertaining to his own activities 
on the night of March 4, 1969, 
when S6 students were anested 
for violating a court h^unction 
forbidding SDS to use university 
facilities. Again, acting on advice 
from the defense attorney. 
JohmiHi refused to answer a 
question on vdiether SDS had 
received any funding bom 
outside of Florida. 

The heniag wil determine 
whether a temporary 1969 court 
ban on SDS use of university 
fiscOities should be made 
permanent. Leon County Circuit 
Court Judge Ben Willis heard the 
university's side of the case 
dunnt' 'be Christmas break. 

Many of the questions by 
defense counsel Wilson were 
directed toward the 



prosecution's allegation that 
SDS used or admited the me 
of violence. 

When questioned on "violent 
activities" by SDS during 
campos disturbances last ^>ring. 
Joimson re|4ied: "The cmly 
violence that I've seen at FSU 
were three adminittrrtors, 
Reinhard, McGan^ and 
Tanner, I believe, dwving Fraidc 
Schrama to the ground at the 
Goldberg speech (Jan. 1969)." 
Herb Reinhard, now dean of 
student services; William Taiuier, 
head of Campus Security, and 
Ddbert McGarvey. an officer in 
Campos Security, were present 
at the arrest of student Frank 
Schrama during an incident at a 
winter quarter speech by Arthar 
Goldberg last year. 

Earlier in the afternoon 
Wilson had said that he hoped to 
show that any violence had beoi 
the resnh of actions by police 
officers.

What is tlie real reason we are in Vietnam. 
Esquire editor John Sadc was adced last ni^t. 

Despite the fact, he answered, that everyone 
expecu a cauK for every effect, a rational reason 
for every act, there nay be "no expbnatioa" for 
our presence in Vietnam. 

"There may be no reason at all," he said. 
''Maybe we're not in control of our ucU. Maybe 
there is no real rational reason why we are there." 

Thir^, he said, can just happen that way. And 
the thmgs that are happening in Vietnam are 
atrodties. often without provocation- atrocities 
that serve, strangely, to straigthen rather dna 
wealcen American soldiers' wiii to tight. 

They not only want to fight, he explained, they 
want to '*put ail the ddldren on barges, float them 
out in the China Sea. burn all of Vietnam -every 
blade of grass and every tuiystack— and then sink 
the barges." 

"I've heard 80 many aoiiherssqr that." 

Sack, the fkit speaker hi the second annual FSU 
ifanun Ri^ts ^rmpoaum, qwke before an 
audience of approxin^ely 300 hi Westcott 
Auditorium last night. 

He wound the topic of his speech, "10,000 
Atrocities," like a bloody coiled spring through a 
rambhng d e scrip ti on of what It is Hke to be an 
American soldier sent to Vietnam 

The spring, he showed, winds tighter as the 
soldier becomes more involved in the conflict. 
Finally, after he has been both a party to citiaen 
atrocities and a spectator when his buddies were 
blown to bits by Viet Cong mines, the spring 
triggers the hatred of everyUung Vietnamese Uiat 
had been building since he arrived in the country. 

A soldier in 'Nam reasons tliat if he were a 
Vietnamese he would be a communist, too. Since, 



in turn, he hates all communists wd since he alao 
cavmt tdl a "good" Vietnamese from a liad** 

Vietnamese, he wishes all \ u tnamese were dead, 
"and r^koed by nice Americans." Sack 
expfauned. 

What kind of atiociliBs have Aaaariean aaWesa 

committed? 

"I know duee cases of sddiers patting wads of 

plastic explosives in cookies and then tossing diem 
out in villages," Sack said. "The kids eat them and 
they expkxie in their stomachs, kfflhig them. 'Khe 
sergeants laugh about it." 

One group of soldiers "Went oat and pot a 
Vietnamese girl and they all raped he: , dl bat one. 
The sergeant asked the one who refused, 'What aie 
you, a queer or soaw i thh i gr . Then, because tiwjr 
were afraid dw wodd trik. Ihqr fcfled her," he 
said. 

Sack, ^ went to VIetaam wttfa ■ pmf of 

soldiers and stayed with diem dwmg their tour of 
duty, is a war correspondent and contributing 
editor of Esquire. The atrocities he described, he 
said, w«e documented cases talcen from Amqr 
records. 

Many of the soldiers in Vietnam, he said, never 
carry a gim. Moat find much of their Vietnam atqr 
a very "nonnsT e K p c rie no e . They A vamd a 
base, perform minor jobs, and visit Vietnamese 
bars and shops where Vietnamese hands are always 
oat for American money. 

"Can you hni«hie wakiag np esenr mnnd ag hi 
Tallahassee and saying 1 dnuMn't be here, I 
shouldn't be here, this land belongs to the 
Senahiole Indhuu'," Sack asked, ejqilaining why 
Amaican atddlin can^ aae tirt dwy ve dotag 
ai^ttfatg wraog by being hi VtMaam. 

They dont aee aftroddea as atnxities either, he 
sad, but just as acta of war. "Ihey do wliat dny 
have to do and then toy to ddnk i» a wa a on why 
it was right kter.".

YAF and SDS Recognitition 
May Inhibit Other Cbibs

Five of seven organizations included in the 
Student Senate's package racognHiOB may be given 
trasitory approval by the administration, said vice 
President for Student Affairs John Arnold. 

The Ave chiba-Alirfia Phi lou Tau. Ed^ Cqrce 
Discussion Group, American Bicycle Association, 
the Association for the Education of the Visually 
Handicapped and the India Student 
Association-w«e approved in a package with 
Young Americans for Freedom (YAF) and Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) Dec. 3. Senate 
stipulated ttiat if any one club was not approved by 
the adniinistratkn, all would be dilqpproved by ^ 
senate. 

Arnold, the administrator who must rule oo 
senate's action, met Tuesday with Student Body 
President Canter Brown to discuss the issue. 

Brown suggested that Arnold give temporary 

approval to the five noncontroversial organizations 
while deciding v>. h:)t ; > do about the senate bill and 



its approval of YAP and SDS. 

He also recommended that Arnold aA dM 
Student Siqpreme Court or the Student Honor Court 
fw an i^uoctkm. "Tbie kjoiietkHi woiiM dther 
prevent senate fonowing the procedure it did in 
December," Brown said, **cr. qjecifically enjoin 
aeute from recognition of SDS." 

The latter choice would be based <n a Board of 
Regents policy, announced Mardi 6. 1969. banning 
SDS from using any state university facilities. Since 
the board is above the senate, Arnold said, he could 
contend that it had no right to make a decision 
contrary to board policy. 

Arnold elaborated Tuesday on his earlier 
sutement that senate exceeded to (fBtboitty wtaea 
tt passed the Dec. 3 bill. 

**I was not referrii^ to the tying togetfier of tiie 
seven organizations when I said they exceeded their 
authority," he said. "1 was referring to the fact that 
senate derives its authority ftom the bond and 
therefore does exceed its authority when It 
action knowingly against a board policy.

Press Gets 
Advice 



Many students have expressed varied and well-taken views 
on the extent to which the news media should cover violence 
on both a nalkniri and local levd. 

The National Commission on the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence established a 13-member committee which has 
made aewenl lecominaiditiom and critidnm Oat ihoidd be 
examined by readers and writers alike. 

The conunittee, "Violence and the Media," did not 
condemn tiie news media for leporting vkdenoe, in foct, it 
said that for the news media to ignore or soft-pedal news of 
violent confrontations would be a grave dereliction of duty. 
"The imme^te effect of noncovcn«e of protest windd 
probably be less protest . . . but protest is an attempt to 
communicate, to tell the public that the social machine is in 
trotiUe. Withont me^ attention the tensions of dunge 
could not be identifled. much less alleviated." the report said. 

However, the report did blame the news media for having 
contributed to die widespread me of co n fr onta tion as m 
instrument of social change by its failure to report 
adequately the conations underlyi^ the current protest. 

It also dmged broadcasters and tte press with fiuhne to 
(vovide routine and peaceful access to the public ear for 
people with new ideas sand minorities with ^-ievances. It was 
felt by the committee that the increasing level of violence in 
the country is due partially to the siuggidi response of our 
institutions to social change, with the press sharing as much 
as any other institution in the sluggishness. 

The committee speefficaHy maif ilr d tet newspapers and 
broadcasting stations set up some kind of grievance 
madnnery to hear complaints from people who feel that 
tiieir viewpoBit Ims not been fiuriy represented. 

The Flambeau is attempting to follow these guidelines by 
reporting news objectively and weighing each topic for 
importance as ad e <i M ie l y as p o as ib i e withont b dabo ri ng or 
belittUng any aspect. 

As always, the editorial page is open to letters from 
students and suggestions and criticiim «iBl be taitea, not witti

To the Editor: . 

Today I at behind the Women's Liberation table and passed out 
copies of the new demands of that group and asked for supporters to 
sign a petiticMi to that effect. The demands were around such issues as 
equal employment oppwtunities, discrimination in housing rules and 
curfews, birth ctmtnd, sexist aodalization. The reactions to the 
campaign were varied, mny of the women and men who walked by, 
ignored the table, refusing to lake and read a leaflet without know me 
what it was about. Most people would at least take a leaflet. Some 
paused to talk, question me, and listen to my lemnks. A few actually 
signed the petition. 

One or two, on my si^gestion, took an extra copy of the petition 
with them and leaffeu as wtH, to collect mippotten on their own.

Several men took teaflets but refused to sipi becanae they jokingly 
admitted that they feh threatened by the demand for fuO equality for 
women 

One man protested that women are already equal. Still another man 
inquired what my draft statue was. I trtod to expkM that I oppoaed tke 
draft as well, because it is just another tool of oppresallM hi OW WCia^, 
but he was in too much of a hurry to listen to me.

This last men's remark should be explained because I think it is a 
fairly common man's response to women's demands for equality.

TUs is the tais fiiiv tks 
demands we are raiting.

matter - but a serious problem. The question of Women's Leberation is 
serious as well, it's not an end in itself became only fighting the 
oppression of all people is that But it can he a beginning, and a way to 
ice through the problems we all women and men ■ face today.

Florida School 

Desegregation 

WASHINGTON (UH)-The Supreme Court decreed Wednesday that 
14 school districts involving 300/)00 ttadmts in five Souttaeni states 

must totally desegregate their schools by Feb. I . 

Immediately thereafter, however, the court agreed to study a 
petition from oiw of the states, Florida, asking an ectension beymmd 
that deadline. 

In brief orders, the court granted the appeal of the NAACP l^ffd 
Defense Fund and reject that of the Florida, Georgia, AJabama , 
Mississippi and Louisiana school boards asking that the deadline be 
extended to next September: 

The consolidated cases were on appeal from the 5th Circuit court of 
Appeals, which ruled in favor of the delay until fall, which the school 
boards contended they needed to aooompiish full compliance. 

There will be "no immediate closing" of any school in Florida as a 
result of the U.S. Supreme Court's order for total teacher and pupil 
desegregation by Feb. 1, Suttc Ednc M io a CcumMomH Royd 
Christian said Wednesday. 

It will be "very disruptive," Christian srid. "Thoasmds upon 
thousands of students and teachers will be required to make sudden 
acyustments Cor which they are ui^»epaied." But. he added, "the hct is 
that we must eWier accept it or see our school coUapse." 

The decision is expected to affect 18 Florida counties under come 
sort of federal court order, although Day and Alachua are the only 
counties that were direct parties to the case. 

The other 16 are Brevard, Browaid, Columbia. Dade, Duval. 
Escambia. Hillsborough. Indian River, Lee, Leon, Manatee, Orange, 
Pinellas. Polk. Sarasota and Volusia.

Students and the young 
people of today were reaching 
out for the new world, he said, 
not for newness, bat because the 
old one is dead. 

Mack 
turtleneck with a gold 
medallion, Powdl refened to the 
U. S. as the most 
assassinatioB-praae n^on on 
earth. 

"Black Power," said Powell, 
"frightens the aveiage chuck 
because he doesn't know what it 
is. It is not something to be 
afraid of, but something to be 



reckoned with." 

He explained that black 
power is neither a new idea nor 
anti-white, or if it is anti-white, 
only to the extent that "Vfaitet 
make Macks anfrwhtte." 

"We are not adversaries,'' he 
said, "but protectors and we are 
not going to tolerate being 
kicked around any more." This 
drew applause and cheers from 
tiwaodtan. 

Black power does not mean 
total non-violence, PoweU said, 
and added that Martin Lntiw 

King gave up the concept of 
total non-violence. He cited 
instances throughout the world 
whne the United States was 
ustag vidaioe to aoconqdidi its 
own ends. 

"Jesus said that if a man smite 
thee on one check, turn the 
other cheek," he said, "but he 
didn't say wiiat to do after that. 
I say to kick the hell out of 
him." Uproarious laughter 
emued.

The BOR clarified and eabtp^ upon «^ it to 
be considered cause for dismissiil and included in 
its definition n^ect of duty, failure to perform 
terms of employment, wilful violation of ruiei 
and regulations, |riqnical, mortal or professional 
incompetence conduct involving moral turintude, 
violation of professiaaal ethics, and actions 
interfenvg with at abiliiKU«g niiwnby 
functions. 

The new policy , passed Monday, called for more

magazine which told of a unit of 
televiaon equipment being 
retired to the Royal Scottish 
Museum in Edinburgh as one of 
the pioneering pieces of 
television gear. The unit was one 
of the l.CXX) videotape Ampex 
series, which WFSU-TV now 
uses in its broadcasts. 

Agreeing with a statement 
made by Robert E. Wood, 
Director of Instructional 
Technology for the Board of 
Regents, Herp feels that it would 
cost from 5200,000 to $300,000 
to bring WFSU-TV up to itt 
needs in equipment and 
facilities. He said, however, a 
continuing, realirtic cairital fund 
must be set up on an annual 
basis to keep up the standard. 

"Over the last six years, we've 

received appro.ximalely S'JO.OOO 
in capital funds. And the most 
we've received in any one year 
was 516,000," Herp said. "When 
ETV was initially introduced, 
Horida was strongly behind it, 
but now we struggle along. The 
administration doesn't seem to 
realize ETV has changed." 

WFSU-TV first went on the 
air in 1960. Herp came to FSU 
in 1961 with ten years of 
commercial broadcast 
experience, and in those nine 
years WFSU-TV has never 
received capital funds of any 
magnitude, he said. 

In I960, the station received a 

videotape machine valued at 
$50,000 from the Ford 
Foundation through National 
Educational Television, and a 
similarly valued machine from 
the now-defunct Florida 
Educational Television 
Commission in 1962. Both 
machines came with stipulations 



telecasting. WFSU-TV picked up 
S84.000 worth of lax write-offs 
from Storer. 

Besides competing with what 
Herp called a feding of 
insecurity. the outdated 
equipment presents an academic 
pioUem. He said studenM bemg 
taught television techniques 
were not learning applicable 
telecasting because of equipment 
bdiind the times. Sumaorizing 
the conditicm at dw 
bioadcuting facflities, he said. 



"We need the security of tutting 
on our equ4>ment and knowing 
thatitworio.** 

When asked about the foture 

of television as an educator, 
Herp said it depends on the 
instnicton. *t)ur biggest handicap 
has been getting the faculty to 
use it." Instructional television 
has enjoyed a large success at the 
primary levd, modente success 
at the secondary levd, wd an 
insignificant success at the 
college level, he said. 

The loss of success at the 
higher levds of education he 

attributed to the classroom 
instructor. The more specialized 
a courw of study becmnes. Idle 
less an instructor wants someone 
else to teach it. he said. "It's not 
a problem of the media, but one 
of ^tting the educaton to 
accept tdevisifHi. 

"The university has never 
really supported radio »d TV. 
It has never taken a stand. It's 
time they decided whether it 
should be fbst-das or not."

'No Quick Return' 



WASHINGTON (OH)-The Pflntsfen has 

extended to all of the armed services a policy 
restricting the quick return to Vietnap of men 
previously seriously wounded there, Rep. Paul 
Rogers. D-FIa., disclosed Thursday. 

The Air Force and Army^reed to such a policy

Henadc, deputy assistant secretary of defense for 
nunpowcT. -'^i^sed tte- ward te iie - Navy-and 
Marines lhal they adopt it. 

Bcnadc s:iid in a memorandum to all the services 
ih.ii the policy was being implemented "in order 
to l uiilior reduce the anxieties associated with the 
iifili/aiion of military personnd wounded hi 



Vietnam." 

Rogers said in a statement making public the 
Benade memo that the new Defe^te 
Department-wide pdicy wfll uke effact as sooa at 
orders fita down to the Held level. 

It wffl mean that all servicemen who have been 
hospitalized at least 30 days outade Virtnam, as a 
result of hottfle actio* aeau^ m Virtnam, 
cttuot «r?i(»voluntBrily lent ikE3^ to Vietnam 
during the tour in which Aey were wounded. 

However, they wUl be eligible for »ibsequeut, 
tours on the same basis as other smicanai ^ 
have completed a tour in Vietnam if tfa^ we 
medically qualified.

The 62-year-old speaker said 
that the Black Panthers maintain 
pride jiid dignity and that until 
other ethnic groups give up their 
control, the Panthers wfll 
continue to build theirs. 

Commenting about campus 
mihuncy, he said dissent is a 
fundamental procev of tMnldiV, 
and thinking is the prelude to 
education. But a BA is ncrttiing 
but BS, he added. 

He went on to refer to the 
Silent Majority as the funniest 
thing he had ever heard of. "The 
world has never tamed on tlie 
basb of sOence,- he said. "The 
vrical minority has changed the 
world, so don't get anckad into 
that thing." 

However, he did point out 



some disadvantages of being too 
vocal. Last year after a slight 
CMifrontation at a coil^ in 
Cahfornia, he received a 
telegram from Umversity ol 
Florida President SUfbat 
O'ConncU telhng him that his 
previously arranged speech had 
been cancelled and that details 
would follow. Two days later he 
got a letter from O'Conndl 
saying, "Your sptacfa has been 
cancelled." 

Speaking of the ptamt 
establishment, he said there is no 
future and appealed to the 
young to look tt thcfar priests, 
preachers, parents and 
poUiicians. "Not a leader amom 
them." he said. 

He calkd for a 60<iay troop 
withdrawal' from \^Mnam and

won? "Who are we to think we 
can nnpose on the Southeast 
Asians 3 kind of democracy that 
we don't even practice here ' " 
Powdl asked.

Canter Borwn expressed his fear 
that the police would provoke 
an iiKHdem during the arrest of 
the 56 students last .March 4. At 
another point, former 
Committee for Immeduite 
Action head Julie Morgan 
testified thai she had witnessed 
several instances of the liieriirs 
deputies using their bayoaets to 
move the crowd back. 

Other witnesses spoke in 
reference to later campus 
disturbances that occured in the 
spring of 1969. The disturbances 
sprung from the arrest of SOS 
monber PUl Sanford (m lliy 13 
in the Union Arcade and aevoal 
subsequent arrest. Assistant 
professor of history John Bray 
spoke of his observations of a 
May IS demonstration. Bray, in 
response to a prosecution 
question, answered that he did 
not observe any rode piles hi the 
vicinity of the University 
Innrmary where the 
demonstration took place. 

Perfa^>s the most significant 
testimony of the afternoon came 
from FSU-SDS member Rick 
Johnson, who testified that he 
knew of noincidaalsidwreSDS 
had been invdved in vioiait 
activities, 
Johnson also accused 
Campus Security 



and the Leon County Sheriffs 
Department (if disrupting a 
peaceful meeting in the 
University Union on March 4. 

When asked whether Leon 
County Sheriff Raymond 
Hamlin was present at the time, 
Johnson said **a man wearing a 
cowboy hat, blue suit, cowboy 
boots, and puffing on an unlit 
cigar was present," The 
proweutkn adcad n^wtfier the 
man produced any papers 
identifying him as sheriff. He 
pushed his hat back on his head, 
took out the cigar, and said 'I'm 
the dierifr. Siut up,' " Johnson 
said. 

Controversy arose over 
wfaedier SDS h«] offkm per se. 
Johnson said that any member 
of SDS could speak for the 
groiq> if lo directed by a vote of 
the membership. The 
prosecution, however, 
repeatedly asked Johnson who 
has the authcmty to speak for 
SDS. The controversy was 
finally decided when Johnson 
said that any monber acting 
under the direction of tiie group 
could speak for SDS, and 
direction was the opposite of 
authority. Judge Wfllis ruled the 
prosecution questwn answered. 

In cmichnion, Johnson saki 
that the Board of R^mts 
banned SDS and simfliar 
Ofgamzatioas before any appeal 
could be made.

A newly— formed campus political party, the 
Independent Student Party (ISP) has launched an 
intensive campaign to petition the NCAA to lift its 
two— y«ar d i sc i pl i n a ry probation from the FSU 
baslcetball program. 

The party's six-member executive committee, and 
its presidential candidatB, Senator Chudc Sherman 
yesterday announced plans to distribute the petition 
campus— wide beginning this morning. Sherman 
claims the idea for a petition sprang up after several 
party members learned of positive results from 
similar petitions at other universities. 
The petition reads:

Feel that the probation is injurious to the 
innocent members of our baiicetball team and to the 
basketball program at our university, and. 

We hereby petition the NCAA to reconsider the 
drastic action it has taken. 



To lift the severe two-year probation, and 
consider in its place some penalty which would 
punish only the guilty parties. If any, involved in 
NCAA rules violations, and. 

Will not damage the careers of innocent players, 
nor the athelvtk: program at Florida StMt 
University." 

Sherman said the petition was the first step the 
ISP will take in its efforts to make student 
government more relevant to the FSU student body. 
Copies of the petition will be available at the Union 
Arcade this week. 

He said the ISP was forming a coalition of 
students who have previously been left out of 
student government, but whose participation is 
needed. Among the groups joining forces to 
organize the new party are dormitory leaders, 
international students, members of small partie'j 
from last year's elections, . black students, 
veterans, and athletes, said Sherman. 

Plans for a party convention are now undarway, 
said Sherman, and platform information s^iould be 
available by the middle of the week.

Young men who drew high 
numbers in last month's draft 
lottery should not consider 
themselves "safe" from the 
draft, according to David 
Kendall and Leonard Ross's 
book, "The Lottery and the 
Draft:Where Do I Stand?"to be 
published March 1 by Harper 
and Row. 

Different local boards wNI run 
through the numbers at different 
rates, and some may go through 
'the entire pool. The authors 
assert: "There are no safe days." 

Aside from local variations, 
the authors conclude that the 
national average cutoff may be 
far higher than the Pentagon 
prediction of 166. Kendall and 
Ross question the validity of the 
Penatgon's statement that men 
with the highest numtjers, 
244-366, will have a low 
probability of being drafted. 
Kendall and Ross's alternate set 
of predictions suggestt that if 
I970's draft caH is 225^. 



then the national cut-off point 
may be as high as 240, rather 
than 166. 

Kendall and Ross list three 
reasons for Defense Department 
over-optimism: first, the 
department assumes that tfie 
lottery will have no effect on 
enlistments, although it seems 
likely that many men with high 
numbers will no kmger enlist, 
while those with low numbers 
will not be sutistantially more 
likely to enlist than previously. 

Second, the Pentagon neglects 
the possibility that many men 
with low numbers will obtain 
deferments, thus raising the 
tottery number which wM have 
to be reached to achieve the 
draft quota. 

Finally, the department 
owrfcw k s the inefficierKy of 
local boards in classifying and 
processing registrants. Some 
boards, according to the authors, 
raciassify man as l-A only when 
See Lonsry, Pi.

No Nonsense 



The adniDUstration's attempt to have the te mp ora ry coort 
injunction banning SDS from use of campus facilities made 
permanent falls into line with what has been termed a 
no-nonsense policy on student dissent. 

As its name implies, the no-nonsense policy dictates a firm 
stand against dissent, employing Campus Security, and 
outside police if necessary, and the courts. 

Last year it BM»t for FSU the use of outside police on 
two occasions: once, riot police with fixed bayonets;extensiVf 
use of the courts against SDS; and a strengthened code of 
student ooadiict which fmmdes Sot, m effect 
suspensdon . 

The logic behind this would seem to be: deal with 
severely enou^ and it will die out after a few days. 

We question the validity of this logic. At the end of last 
spring, after the 58 students h^Kl been arrested March 4, 
snbseqiKiit aRCste lai tem Mde imVUf, MdiiDt peloe M 
been brought onto campas twice within six weeks, dissent 
had anything but died out. The no-nonsense policy had 
Mown ttw id aff FSU. OppoMtkm ta AeOag ftirii i rt 
Stanley Marshall had become most significant. 
^If anything is to be given credit for eaang the situation, it 
should be finri exams and the samnar break, not the 
administration's no-nonsense policy. 

But, as indicated by the revised code of student conduct 
and the circuit comt hearing presently going on, the 
administration is sticking with its guns. 

A permanent injunction against SDS won't cause this issue 
to dry up. Althouf^ SDS acti<»8 muet Ite night (tf die 58 
arrests, especially its disruptiOB ef a rowid-taUe meeting of 
the American Association of UnivRsity Professors, haven't 
won it many new friends, it stiH can go b^k to the original, 
valid issue, its deniui ot rect^nition. 

Many within the university community. Student Senators, 
for example, are lately up in arms over the university's 
recognition policy. They see it as flagrantly discriminatory: a 
pplicy under which YAF can be recognized, but SDS can't: 
and under which some organizations have to file their 
constittttions with the nmveristy and others don't. They am 
in a mood for revision. (It should be pointed out that the 
Division of Student Affairs presently is studying the 
recogHitkwpoBcy,Midwg g e comHwd iwfiaioaito ft M id M it 
MaishaU.) 

The SDS hearing has Iwou^t up anew the recognition 
issue. It is intensifying the mood wlncfa is caSiug for rcvioon. 

Though many weeks of wkiter remafai, tfie spvteg ii 

approaching, and it is becoming more evident each day that it 
will be an active spring as it has been for the past two years. 
The BBues wffl be Stodent Senile's role in preparing the 
student activities fees bodpt and, onoe again, mogpiliaBi of 

student organizations. 

If it is an active spring, it can be disasterous if the 
administratioa persists hi Its no-nonsense approadi fai dealing 
with dissent. It hasn't worked thus far; at least the dissent 
hasn't died out. It is hoped in this comer, where the 
memories stiO are stnmg of arrests, al-iri|||it v^jBs, MOgiy

Blacks Conduct Dista^eful 



To the Editor: 

This letter is in response to a 
trend that is occurring in the 
Unian Cafawia and ^iHikt^4im 
grave implications for the 
welfare and existence of the 
white man in America. 

That trend is the progressive 
expropriation of the Cafataria 
itself as a black ghetto. The 
whole front portion of the left 
boundar y of the Cafelvia, 
encompessing a minimum of ten 
tables, has been takm over by 
black studenta as a locM 
racraatkHi area.

Aware of my tnisiake at hnch 
of gokii into ttte ghetto, I 
raiohw to eat my dinner vn^I 
away from the ghetto in a fsr 
comer.

necessary to meet a draft call. 
These boards may run through 
the entire sequence of lottery 
numbers every month, and even 
dip into lower priority groufK of 
men who have been told they 
are virtually draft exempt 
KendaH and Ross call this 
upand-down variation in the 
lottery cutoff point the yo-yo 
eitect. 

The Kendall Ross book warns 
strongly against playing games 
with the draft Some man with 
middle and hi^ lottery numbers 
plan to hold their de fe rme n t s 
until close to the end of the 
year, then resign them if ttwir 
numbere do not come up. Since ' 
they VKOuld no longer be in the 
prime age group after the end of 
the year, tfiey might awBid tlia 
draft altogether But Kendall 
and Ross conclude that few local 
boanls are Italy to ceapwaia 
with this scheme. Simply by 
sitting on the registrant's file, a 
local board can wait until the 
new year to take anvay his 
deferment. The r egi a t ra i u will 
then be liable for that entire 
calendar year, like anyone else. 

Kendall and Ross criticize 
highly Selective Service 
procedures: "The current 
Selective Service procedures 
represent a partnership of 
formalized iniustice with 
'mlom error. Like caaes are 
treated diff^jrontly. the rule of 
'aw is replaced by the rule of 
clerks" Kendall and Rooa urge 
reform along the lines suggested 
bv Yale President Kingman 
Brev«ter.

Rights Symposium at Florida 
State was kicked off by a 
documentary film, "The Streets 
Belong to the People," in Moore 
Auditorium. This film, directed 
by Ralph Dfamant, who spent 
many days with the 
demonstrators in Chicago filming 
their plans, marches, ralHas In 
Grant Park, and at hotels, is a 
classic. Seen from tfie dangerous 
end of a bayonet, it has superior 
visuals and has bean entered in 

se v e r a l film festivals. 

Later, John Sack, war 

correspondent for Esquire 
magaiine. delhnrad a timely 

lecture entitled "10,000 
Atrocities." Sack, who was 
featured on the cover of tfie 
November 1968 Esquire, has 
been cleared for Top Secret, and 
has traveled to Vietnam often 
and advanced with U. S. troops 
through the ghettos of 

Washington, Bal ti mor e , and 

Chicago. 



The symposium was 
concluded by a speech by 
Congressman Adam Clayton 
Powell (0-N.Y.) in Westoott 

Powell, controversial 
Democratic representative from 
Harlem, was once chairman of 
the powerful House Committee 
I on Labor and Education, a 
'position which drew praise for 
Powell from several Presidents. 

In 1967. the House of 
Representatives voted to oust 
Powell from his seat in Congress 
by a vote of 307-116. Powell 
then spem nearly a year of 
self-imposed exile on the island 
of Bimini, playing domirwes and 
drinking "cowbells" (milk lacad 
wHh Cutty Sarfc). 

In 1969, the Supreme Court 
ruled by a 7-1 decision that 
Powell was indeed entitied to 
the seat to which he had been 
elected. Representative Poweit 
has now started to work his way 
up again in House seniority.

Finch 
testified against the amendment during Senate hearings. 

"The law is on the side of people who fewor freedom of choice," 
Wallace said during a television interview, "Face the Nation-CBS." But 
the Supreme Court, under the leedership of Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burgar, the Whh* Howe and HEW offidalc haw {gnored the hw and 
"itmmn out ail the legal arguments." dadarad Wallace. 

"Well, we've lost the legal approMh. now we're adopting the political 
approach," he said. "The President had better heed this warning ... the 
average citizen knows that the Nixon administration is destroying the 
puMK schools and a PresMent who destroys the publk: schools is going 
to end up being a one term President."

That was the night before, but what about the morning after? "John 
and Mary" explores the uneasiness of the morning after with careful 
tact through the use of flashbacks and brief thought {^impses. 

John (Dustin Hoffman) picks up Mary (Mia Farrow) in a nightclub 
and takes her to bed wittwut even knowing her name. When they w^e 
up In the morning they begin an after-the-fact discovery process that 
sometimes becomes very funny but more often than that, it makes the 
viewer uneasy. 

As the movie progresses there is a paraNel exposKion. The audience 

finds out about the characters while the characters discover each other. 
Naturally, because of the audience's omniscient position we are given a 
more complete view. As a remit, there is a great deal of tkmrnSe irony 
within die story. 

Hoffman and Farrow both do excellent acting jobs and, I feel, 
interpret their roles well. However, I question the effectiveness of the 
characters th e mse lve s . John and Mary are two very similar people in 
Ixjth thought and action. And, although this characterization 
sometimes leads to interesting interplay, I feel that ttie story may have 
been more interesting had their tamperments been more diverse After a 
while you begin to anticipate exactly how they are going to react. First 
this is very nice. After a while, however, you begin to h>ok for them to 
do something unaxpociad and thay rarely do. 

Essentially, "John and Mary" is nothing more than an ordinary love 
Story. The only difference between this story and others before it is its 
after-the-tetmuure. Thetis, it begins in bad. then builds from there. In 
offect, it destroys the bell shaped curve (meet, get to know, go to bed) 
ol the ordinary relationship and replaces it with a modern, 
tn I it-r skelter graph that gives an old story redeeming relevancy.

A governor's aide said Kirk Is seeking to intervene "in Mscapacity at 
Florida's chief magistrate and chief budget offner. 

"He wants to demonstrate the financial and other consequences" of 
the Feb. 1 deadline for complete desegregation, and aide said. 

The Supreme Court alraedy had under study a petitkm for delay 
filed last week by Kirk's legal akie, Gerald Mager. The petitkm pleads 
that the Feb. 1 deadline will result In financial chaos and some counties 
mijht have to ctose schools because they lack funds. 

Kirk met Fridey with education Com m issioner Floyd Christian and 
school board at t o rney ! from 11 of 17 counties fadrtg the possibility of 
having to totally daaagregate their schools by tfw first of the month.

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Joint Report 

Blames Faculty 
For Disruption 

"Most disruptive forces occuring on (Florida) campuses codd not haw 
reached the proportions they dkl without some faculty suppatt," accordinK to a 
report delivered yesterday to the Select Jcnnt Committee on Campos Itaml ad 
Drug Abuse ot the Florida Legislature. 

The report, prepared by a State Senate aide and an executive asastnt to a 
house committee, and was largely baaed on viste to six stale uiwuiities, 
indwling Florida State. 

"In nearly every instance of campus unrest problems wUch onrid be 
docummted, vre find that the leaden were for the most part being connded, 
guided and occasionally directed by faculty members," the report Mates. 

John Melton, aid to the Senate Judiciary Committee and oo^uthor of the 
rqmrt said yesterday afternoon that he has been investigating campuses for 
several months. The current study dates back to the creation ]a« spring of Ae 
Joint Committee on Unrest, he added. 

Melton said he was "really not suppossed to make any pubUcity statements 
except for what was released tothe press" about the extensive investigatiaa. 

Melton worked with Kari Adams, executive aaistant to theHoweCrinaeawl 
l.aw r-nforcement Committee, in preparing the study. 

What was released to the press was a fiwiiage outline of general fmdinp. No 
ngnes and no spedfic inddeots are mentioned. 

Mdton and Adams concluded that less than one per cesrt of the total nnsdber 
of students in slate universities participate in disruptions. 

"There have been no instances where attendance exceeded Ih- per cent 
Bicfaiding the ahvays perawt non-nctne bystander who ttapt o<n of curiosity to 
see what is happening and then moves on," they told lugiiirnn. 

They said the average age of leaders of miUtant groups active on campus "is 
25 and that out of 66 known activisU, we fmd that neaify ai are ubia-IB>eral in 
their phiknopliy.'* 

"A large per cent," they added, "have oral! and hi miiing advocated ahidcal 
conuoi of universities. New Left Party ideak and in some i m l wl i T l the 
ProMuv Fatty Une." 

They reported that a large number of the aOStmA leaden on campns haw 
been involved in drug traffic. 

"It is beUeved the new policies adopted by aD universities with the approval of 
the Board of R^eirts have met die nuyw objections of tbe reaaonaUe student 
bodies," the report slated. "Such poMdes as cmfews for studorts, nitatiOB of 
sexes in dorms, etc were raotttBed and updat e d to csncnt amn i ili Mr 
standards.*'

To Lower Voting Age 



II . LAUDERDALE-Florida Senate President 
and gubernatorial candidate Jack Mafliews 
announced to a group of students at Broward 
Junior College Thursday, Jan. 1 5, that he has fffled 
a rcMilution in the Senate cdliag for lowning the 
voting age to 18. 

Lowering the voting age would require a 
constitutional amendment, which if passed in the 
Senate and the House this spring would be placed 
« the November ballot. A nugority vote at that 
time would put it into effect. 

The resolution must first come up in the 
Constitutional Amendment Committee, headed by 
Ruben Askew, a former FSU student body 
-president and also a candidate for governor. 
Although Askew could :ioi be reached, an aide, 
George Sheldon, indicated that Askew would 



support the measure. 

"While we have passed such a resolution in the 
Senate five times," Mathews said, "it never has had 
sufficKnt support in the Houae of 
Refwesentatives." 

Mathews said that there must be no further 
ddlay in securing 18 year-old voting rights. He 
urged young people to overcome a void in youth 
invdvement at the state level and to join with him 
and lobby for their voting rights. 

"The starting point," he said, "is active work 
now, in support of my |rian to lower the voting 
age. 

"Youth's voting rights are at stake; the 
responsibility of foreseeing that they are accepted 
by lawmakers and voters rests primarily upon the 
shoulders of today 's young people."

Tex.-The Office of 
Students' Attorney for the 
University of Texas Studenu' 
Association was recendy created 
to provide continual legal advice 
fc)r the Students' Association 
and to act as counsd in matters 
of contracts , suits, complaints, 
negotiations and similar other 
activities. A privately practicing 
attorney is to head the new 
office. 

The Texas Board of Regents 
has ameiided the Regents' Rules 
and R^ilations to clarify the 
constrants dl the new office. 
The Board specified that the 
studedts' attorney could not be 
employed to act as oouiDsd of 
record nore represent any 
student, faculty member or staff 
meiriwr ttf the UT ^stem in a 



case of admnistiative or 

disciplinary proceedings held by 
the Regents, the Chancellor, or 
by any institution of the system. 

Nor, the Board said, could the 
lawyer be utilized by students, 
faculty, or staff members in 
dimind oouit proceedings. The 
Board went even further by 
barring the students' attorney 
from participating in any civil 
suits against the UT system or 
institution or against any person 
who is sued in his officiai 
cqndty as an officer of the 
system of institution. 

The Student Assembly 
legislation as approved by the 
Regents calls for the nomination 
of die attorney by a seleclkm 
committee composed of the 
Students' Association president, 
two faculty members and two 



students. The nomination would 
be submitted to the Student 
Assembly for approval, and the 
Board of Regents would have to 

give its approval before the 
nomination could be accepted.

Hess, who kat doae extensive reseanh is the 
meteorology of Mars, ooeaiden there ia an 

"outside chance" that life exisU on tbaA pboet. 

The Viking spaceaaft will take about nine 
months to make the trip between dw Eardi and 
Mars. The one-way ti^ wB be some 90 odWon 
mfles. The launch was scheduled for 1973 until 
this week, when NASA announced a two-year 
postponement becwae <rf'ba^et cuta. 

Hess has also received word that he has been 
named a FeOow in the American Meteoroiogical 



Society. He is the second Flwida StaM 
meteorologist to be so designated. Or. Ridiaid A. 
Oaig was named a Fdkiw in 1967. 

The instfument vdiicle plaiined to land on the 
Mars surface will help the meteorologists' task by 
measuring the temperature, wind velocity and 
water tK^ior oontaot of the atmoapheie. 

Hess also hopes to get more precise 
measurement of the atmospheric pressure on Man. 
The pnMMB JMt be at least six millibars for 
water to exist in its liquid form. And water it 
necessary for life. "We don't know of any form of 
Hfe that can exist without liquid water," he said. 

Man ia the ooty other planet in our solar system 
with oonAtiaw wUdi oouM poaribiy support Itfe. 
Temperatures vary considerably, but life could 
survive. He said equatorial temperatures on Mars 
can phmge from about 70 to minna-ISO degrees 
Fahrenheit-all in the same day. 

Hess and his team of meteorologists will be 
maidng periodic trips to die Jet PrapuUoa 
Laboratory, Pasadena, CaUf.. in prqwiatiOB for 
the actual expeditioo.

The reporters, however, hit 
universities for hiring faculty 
members who "were not 
acceptable to modern large 
business corporations as we feel 
die unneristy system is."

to their attention." 

The report concludes that the 
Board of R^U and university 
presidents have enoi^ 
authority to handle any 
situation which may arise and 
new legislation is pn^Mbly not 
needed . 

University security officers, 
however, should be "more 
involved in criminal offenses 
occurring on campus grounds," 
according to Melton and Adams.

Nixon Trims The Budget 



WASHINGTON (I'Pli After 
a *eek painlul ectmomi/ing, 
Presklent Nixon has come up 
with a budget for fiscal 1971 
thai will provide at least some 
surplus and requnc no new 
excise taxes, the White House 
reported Monday.

Ronald L. Ziegier and Nixon. 

«.lu) Worked m seclusion for 
!our days last week at his Camp 
I>avid, Md., retreat, lad 
jchievcd the "additional 
>ub<>ianiial cuts" he ordered 
afier it appeared the budget 
would top the 5.20;! billion 
mark. Nixon will submit the 
massive ^ding plan to 
Conaress around Jan. 30. 

Although Zioglo! declined to 
supply any iigiues. he told 
reporters that the ajthacks made 
were in the neighborhood of $1 
billion or more. enabUi« the 
President to come with a budget 
'hat will provide a surplus 



without any new excise taxes. 

How ckne Ni»>n has come to 

a budget of about S200 billion 
remains to be seen. If he 
follows past custom, the 
President will give Republican 
congressional leaders a 
generaUzed preview of the 
budget as well as the State of the 
Union address to be delivered 
Thursday. 

Although Ziegier said the 
bu^et caB^ for no new taxes, 
tlie PteMeat was not expected 
to adc for any reduction in the 
current 10 per cent excise tax on 
telephone service and the 7 per 
cent levy on automobile sales. 
The tax reform bill extended 
both at their present rate imtil 
next Jan. 1 and they are 
scheduled to continue at S per 
cent in 1971. 

One of the obvious objective 
in trtamnng tiie budget was i< 



combat inflation. The new 
spending and revenue plans, 
Zie^ sakl, are "mponsibie to 
national needs" and "recognize 
that one of the pressing 
priorities is the health of the 
nation^ economy." 



LAGOS, Nigeria (Ul»f)-UJI. 
Secretary General Thant ended a 
two day mission to Nigeria 
Monday and said be was satisfied 

that federal troops were treating 
defeated Biafrans humanely. 

"I am convinced that the 
process of reconciliation has 
started well," Thant told 
newsmen before flying to Paris.

"During the 1968 
negotiations: there was extensive 
discussion by the parties on the 
specific matter of the 'best 
efforts' clause and its relations 
to the reserve clause,"' said 
Miller. "The Hayers Association 
took the position that die 
reserve clause was illegal and 
that it could not agree to use its 
best efforts to see that illegal 
provisions are enforced.

team to deliberately give up a 
toudidown in the final moments 
of piqr. 

And would you bdieve that 
the latest in gridiron gimmickry 
has earned both the attention 
and somewhat limited 
admiration of a few sdect 
eastern football coaches? 

Noiwfch University Eng^di 
professor and sports publicist 
George Turner, who recently 
questioned whether ccdlege 
•"oothall wasn't older than 
everyone thought, dreamed up 
the strategy while viewii^ the 
barrage of bowl gMDCt am tiw 
hoUdays. 

Turner trade up a (faimmy 

outline of his proposal and sent 
them out to coaches, some of 
whom admitted, that while they 
had never thought of it, they 
probably would in the future. 
And they'd also have to devise 
counter-strategy, just in case. 

The situation Turner 
IKoposed is this: Team A leads 
by a point, in this case 14-13. 
1 :0S left in the game. Team A 

has the ball on team B's 22. first 
and 10. Team B has one 
time-out left. 

Hie "Gambit," accordii^ to 

Turner, is for Team B t'> "Make 
it look natural, but let team A 



score." With 58 seconds left, the 
score is 20-13 Team A goes for 
the one point convasion. If they 
make it, it's 21-13, if they don't, 
20-13. 

But here conies the kidcoff. 
Now, Team B, which had "no 
chance" if Team A had routinely 
run out the clock, gets the ball 
back with almost a fu8 minutr 
remaining. 

The reasoning is obvious. 
Team B went firom "ao dumce" 
to a longshot try at a score and a 
tying two-point conversion or, at 
best, a chance to win, 21-20. 

Turner's queitioHnaire to 
coadies gave diem a wide of 
variety of choices ranging from 
"Good desperation strategy" 
down to a chedcoff box for 
"Leave the coaching to 
professionals." Nobody 
answered m the find ctfegory. 

The quKkest response came 
from one Joseph Paterno, head 
coach of the unbeaten Penn 
State football team diat just 
might have been the best in the 
country last fall. 

Agreeing the gimmick could 
be "Good defenshw ^t^," 
Paterno checked off boxes 
saying "Offensive teams should 
be drilled not to score when this 
situation arises" and "I'd use it 
myself if the occasion arose." 

The Nittany lion boss added, 
"I've never thought of this. 
Good idea from now on in." 

Paterno then demonstrated 
why he is one of the best in his 
coaching profession by 
immediately noting what would 
appear to be the best counter 
strategy: "Run ball to die 
one yard line, milk the ckick, 
score in two plays." 



Joe Sabol, Norwich's footbaii 
coach and a former Pen.n Stjie 
player, wasn't quite so sure 
about the whole thing. He 
avoided caOii^ it eithe- 
"Good desperation strategy" or 
^'Defnitely a poor move, 
admitted "I'd use it 

myself if the occasion arose," 
but conduded it was '^tter to 
pray for a fumble" in what 
Turner called the "classic 
stnt^." 

Cttmen Cozza, who coadied 
Yale to a share of the Ivy League 
championship again last fall, 
admitted he might try it and 
noted durt in die example, 
team A was more likely to go for 
the one point conversion rather 
Ibam two on a give-away 
touchdown. 

Wesleyan's Don RusseU, UPl's 
New England college finsion 
coach of the year after an 
unbeaten 1969 season, suspected 
the gimnricfc has been used, that 
offensive teams should be 
instructed "Not to score," and 
confessed he would vie it "If I 
thought of it." 

Russell did lecdl, however, 
that the situation "Came to my 
attention two years ago in a 
freafaann game. Our frodi scored 
and almost lost the game." 

Turner's conclusion after 
studying the re{to was. "Aftet 
spending 100 years teaching 
their teams how to score 
touchdowns, college football 
coaches wfll now have to 
instruct their players how and 
when not to score." 

That's almost enough to mak. 
you quarterbacks turn in your 
anndoin for EngjiA books, isn't 
it?

The council also suggested 
that the voting age be lowered to 
18. Khfc disagreed, saying that 
with the passion to be involved, 
students can influence policy ui 
ways otha than by voting. He 
said, however, that if the 
legjdature passed the law, he 
would not veto it. 

The council in a resolution 
said "vocatfonal tndnh^ 
[should] be upgraded by the 
establishment of a separate 
extouive vocirtional education 
program Aon the secondary 
school hnd." 

KiOt noted that oidy 16 
percent of the students who 
enter kindergarten eventually 
graduate from college. He stated 
that it was discriminatory to 



design 85% of the secondary 
sdiod curriculum to meet the 
needs of only 16% of the 
students. He emphasized that 
schools should attempt to make 
students job-ready upon 
graduation from high scho<d. 

The council further resolved 
that "federal and sUte 
governments shall neither deny 
nor revoke any type of support 
to institutions of higher learning 
as a resuh of student or faculty 
ditorders, disruption, antVor 
dissent occurring on those 
campuses, or when there is 
anticipation of either disorder or 
(fissent on tiiose campuses." 
Kirk agreed, saying that those in 
authority shouldn't use threats 
to get things stnridit.

Bad Times 
For Rock Music 

Rock concerts have had rough going at FSU lately. The 
Homecoming Pow Wow was beset with controversy of 
whetfier Student Government or die Unkm should organize 
and run it, finandal difficulty initially, and then rain which 
almost forced cancellation. And now Pow Wow 11, the "super 
concert" proposed by Student Government, has hit an 
administrative snag. John Arnold, Vice President for Student 
Af£airs, has refused to approve a $40,000 Student Senate 
allocation which was to guarantee the contracts. 

Arnold vetoed the allocation because of an administrative 
technicality. Board of Regents policy stipulates that all 
university commitments over $15,000 must first be 
submitted to the Regents which in turn snlmats it to the 
state attorney general for approval. 

The Regents and the attorney general were bypassed in the 
aOocation for the Homecoming Pow Wow, but Arnold said he 
won't bypass them now. "Students had been working on 
Homecoming for months and then this technicality came 
up," he s»d Tuesday. **! took a dunce and we went ahead 
without the Regents. But this time Student Government 
officials knew the (wocedures which would have to be 
foBowed. but made to attempt to clear them up. I don't feel 
like sticking my neck out again." 

Approval by the Board would take months and the 
allocation woulAi't be available m time to guarantee tfie 
April 1 1 concert. So backers of the concert will have to go 
elsewhere. Frank Johns and Jack Whitley, who are 
spearheading the project, said they will go to an outade 
source which has coordnurted Aows throiqii die Unioo in 
the past. 

Arnold's veto seemingly points up what has become more 
evident lately: that Student Government actually has little 
authority in the allocation of student activities fiees. But, in 
this instance, the reason for the veto is valid. 

The '^uper concert" is stiU on despite the veto. It's a good 
idea, one that will appeal to more students than most other 
Student Government undertakings. But it will have to come 
sSf ^without the Senate allocation-becMiae of less than

Ane0stcN*s of 
Modem Man

NEW YORK (UPO-The way 
Dr. C. Loring Brace interprets 
anlhropt)logical evidence the 
ancestors of all modem mea 
were probiUy wtaH in Aaeria 
today is called black. 

The interpretation was his 
part in a survey of "The State of 
the Species," the ^>ecies being 
homo sapiens. His part was to 
trace our origins. 

He got the assignment becniae 
he is an anthropologist— curator 
of physical anthropology at the 
University of Michig^. 

Brace's evkfeace oonists of 
fossilized boaBl, some hoininid 
or near hnMn, and fashioned 
stone chips Bsed by very andent 
man like creatures as tools 
Some hominid bones are 
believed to be about four nuffioB 
years old. 

From this evidence. Brace

U.S. Resumes G>ntacts 
With Communist China 



WARSAW (UPI)-The United States and 
Communist Giaia renewed official contacts 
Tuesday in a one-hour meeting of their Warsaw 
envoys that ended a two-year break in talks 
between the two supporters. The U. S. ambassador 
Ascribed the session as "useful" and businesdike. 

U. S. envoy Walter J. Stoessel and Peking 
Charge D Affaires Lei Yang confened over tea 
under gleaming lanterns in the Chinese Embassy. 
They were seated at separate tabks «Me a white 
marble bust of Chairman Mao Tte Tung Vxktd 
down at the proceedings- 

Stoeasd s»d rfterward the Americans were 
pleased to resume contacts with Peking in the 
dramatic get-together that provided the first 
chance for President Nixon's administration to 
probe the Cfainae on their st^impicis to inytove 



rdiations with Washington. 

Stibatance of the meeting-the 13Sth in 
Sino-American ambassadorial talks and the first 
since Jan. 8. 1968-was not disclosed in 
accordance with a long-standing agreement 
Stoessel said no specific date was set for the next 
meeting but "it was agreed we would be hi touch 
at an early date to consider the question further." 

The Sino-American conUct was resumed when 
the world's three superpowers-die United SUtes, 
Russia and China- appeared to be maneuvering 
gingerly into a triangular relationship. 

It coincided with Sino-Soviet talks in Peking on 
the orttical border controversy between Peking and 
Moscow. The United States ta turn is scheduled to 
open formal negotiations with Moscow in March 
on Strat^ Nudeai Arms UmiUtiont (SALT).

The Senate approved the 
House-passed bill 74-17 vote, 
but it was not sent to the White 
House immediatdy because Sen.

SI. 3 bilhon and Sen. Clifford P. 
Hansen. R-Wyo., denounced the 
measure Tuesday as a "grab bag 
of fat and pork barrel." 

Warren Magnusen, 
D-Wash., setting the tone of the 
Democratic chaUmge to Nixon's 
veto threat, said it was necessary 
because school children, the 
poor and the sick need more 
federal assistance.

(Un)-General Motors Corp. 
told Chevrolet dealers last 
month not to fix non-satcty 
automobile defects covered by 
warranty unless the customer 
requests repair and it is needed. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich.. 
saidTuesdi^. 

When Hart's office told GM it 
had a copy of the letter to 
dealers and probabfy wouM use 
it in Senate hearings, the 
company quickly issued a 
revised letter deleting the 
instruction, he said. 

Warranty repahs are 
performed by the dealer but 
paid fw by the manufacturer. 
Hart disclosed the GM mcklent 
at a hearing of the Senate 
consumer subcommittee on a 
bill intended to oudaw phony or 
deceptive warranties and 
guarantees. 

Hart released copies of a letter 
dated last Dec. S, written on the 
Detroit headquarters letterhead 
of GM's Chevrolet Motor 
Division, and addressed "To All 
Chevrolet Dealers." It was signed 
Robert D. Umd, Ownoiet's 



general sales manago'. 

The two-page . letter 
comjdained of "an alarming 
increase in warrant) co^ts" and 
urged dealers to help GM reduce 
them. Of six directives to 
dealers, Lund's first was: 
"Unless a safety defect is 
discovered, no warranty work is 
to be performed unless 
requested by the customer and 
needed." 

Hart got Lund's letter from a 
Chevrolet dealer, who said he 
was "writing anoiqnnini^ for 
fear of reprisal." 

A GM spokesman called 
attention to another portion of 
Lund's letter in which he told 
dealers, "We we asking, 
however, to make certain that 
any warranty expense is being 
used foi its intended purpose, 
wluch tt to botefit the customer 
by correcttBg item* caused by a 
defect in materiri or 
wolkmandiip."

A resolution panning the 
injunction, proposed by L>r. Roy 
Ingham, pused 1^ a oarrow 
margin of 23 to 22 at the 
senate's regular 
meeting. 

it stated. "A 
injunction by the 
would prevent tlw Students for a 
Democratic Sodety from 
holding meetmgs or rallies on 
the campus of Flondu State 
University would not serve the 
best interests of tf»e umverslty.'' 

In other at t ion at the same 
meetmg, senators agreed by a 
large maiority to table a 
resolution replying to a slate 
legislative report on student 
iinrest released earlier this week. 

The legislative repwt. 
prepared by two investigators 
lor the Select Joint Committee 
on Campus Unrest and Drug 
Abuse, declared that "in nearly 
every instaiKO ot campus unrest 
problems which could be 
documented, we fmd that the 
leaders were for the most part 
being counsded, guided and 
occasionally directed by faculty 
members." 

The reply, composed by the 
Faculty Senate Steering 
Committee, would have 
contended that the report 
"conveys an erroneous 
impression to the public 
eoncerning faculty bciiamor 
ilunng poioda of student 
unrest." 

Students recene advice firom 
various sources "in tones of 
I nsion," it pointed out.

Carswell Denies 
Racist Sentiment 



Supreme Court nominee Harrold 
Carswell denied any racist sentlnienis. 
pointing to his public record as proof. 

In a copywrited nitervww for 
WJST-Washington -Newsweek with FSU 
student Edward Roeder, Carswell 
denounced a 22 year old statement 
attributed to him. 

The statement read in part, "I am a 
Southerner by ancestry, birth, training, 
incarnation, belief, and practice, aid I 
believe that segregation of the races is 
proper and the only practical and correct 
way of life in our states. 1 have ahvays ao 
believed and I wiU dwaysso act." 

The statement allegedly appeared in 
Carswell's hometown newspaper 22 years 
ago. in yesterday's interview CanwcU 
replied to the statement. 

"Specifically and categorically, I 
denounce and reject the words themsdves 
and the thou^U they represent. They're 
obnoxious and abhorroit to my 
philosophies," he said. 

Carswell. who was nommatcd to fill 
the Supreme Court seat vacated by Abe 
Fortas to May, pointed to his records as a 
public official . "There is nothing in my 
private or public record of sonic 1 7 years 
which could possibly indicate that 1 
btfbor racist ratimenU. I do not, and 
my record sodiows,"he add. 



The earlier newspaper statement 
attributed Carswell as saying that he 
would "yield to no man, as a fdlow 
candidate or as a fdlow citizen, in the 
I irm, vigorous belief in dw principds of 
wrhite supremacy." 




SDS Hearing Goes

The thvd session of the Students fbra 

Democratic Society (SDS) injunction 
hearing convenes this morning at 10 a.m. 
to allow the univeraity to preaent rebutttd 
witneases. 

Counsels for the university Robert 
Ervin and Wilfred C Varn said at the end 
of the last session that they had four 
witnesses to refute defense testimony. 

The defense presented its case against 
the issuance of a permanent injunction 
barring SDS from imiversity facilities in a 
session Jan. 14. A temporary taijunction 
was issued March 4, 1969, at the request 
of then Acting Univmity Prerident J. 
Stanley Marshall. 

The imiversity adred Leon County 
Circuit Court Judge Ben Wffit to nudw 
the injunction perauamt. The 



prosecution presented its witnesses in the 
first session of the hearing on December 
29. 

The prosecution sought to provide that 
SDS should be baned from onivenity 
facilities because of dieged diuupti ve 
and violent activities. 

Defense attorney Richard Wilson told 
the court that he hoped to show that any 
violent actions had been the result of 
poUce activities rather than SDS. 

The defense witnesses testified as to 
certain incidents listed by the pmaecntion 
as disruptive. Included was the arrest of 
57 students in the University Union on 
March 4, 1969] the .alleged disruption of 
an American Aurialion of Univeisity 
Professors panel discusseion; and a scries 
of arrests stemmiiig from an iiKident in 
the Union Arcade in 1^ of 1969.

This column 
has cjonMil r nfl y o p p oae d per capita fees, contending this 
would efimmate any student control over the spending of 
studrat money. Though allocations occasionally are 
overruled by the administration.

We also have opposed removing Senate from the 
recognition process.

Upon completion of my 
interview with the Harris 
pollster, 1 was and 
frustrated. Angry because I fed 
that it was a very poor poll on 
which to have spent $2SfiOO 
and frustrated because I was not 
able to express my real opinions. 

First, I object to the 
technique. I was not allowed to 
l(X)k at the questions. Instead, 
the pollster read a long inwrfved 
question, then told me a list of 
four or five alternative amven 
and then perhaps would go on to 
list insertion items for the 
question. My refuses had to 
be oni, keqriqg aO die ibote 
information in my head. True, 
he would repeat if I asked him 
to, but I found the whcrie 
proceifaire omduMog and 
uncomfortable. 

GUESS 

Then th«re was the Uttle game 
of "There's another altemative 

answer but 1 can't tell you what 
it is unless you guess it by 
aocident." Therefore, on many 
questions 1 was led to believe 
that 1 had to answer a certain 
way-for example, "agree" or 
"disagree." When at last, towards 
the end of the poll, I got to the 
point of complete frustration 
with such questions and blurted 
out that I wasn't sure or was 
unfamiliar with the subject, the 
pollster said, "Okay, there's a 
box for that. There are a lot of 
questions like that with secret 
answers but I can't tell you 
about them." As a result of this 
Uttle Uick, I'm afraid thoewoe 
a great many of my answers 
which were given in the spirit of 
almost random choice because 1 
was led to bdieve that w» no 
other choice. 

OVER GENERALIZED 

1 was also extremely 

displeased with over-generalized 
questions. There was a whole 
section of such questions 
pertainmg to student protest 
BKnements. Now, I am very 
much in favor of students 
making their opinions known to 
administrators, legislators, and 
every other type of governing 
ofndal who has any power over 
matters which affect the 
students and/or the general 



populace. 1 wholeheartedly 
supported the October Vietnam 
Moratorium activities as an 
example of this type of "student 
protest.** However, 1 do not see 
any value in violent takeovers of 
univeraty buildings, etc., which 
has also become very much a 
part of student protests on some 
campuses. 

The point of all this is that 
the Harris poll questions did not 
aBow me to express the above 
opinions. The questions did not 
tptfoiy any particular kind of 
student protest. It was all 
lumped together under that one 
title, and further described as 
"the type that has become 
prominent in recent years." 
Ergo, my dilemma: If 1 said 1 
opposed stodtent protest, I was 
imphcitljr itatkig that I opposed 
my own actions; if I said I 
approved of it, I was also 
aK>roviag violent actkms of 
whiiA I in fact disapinove. 
Regardless of my response, the 
Harris poll was not registering 
my true opinion. 

IRRELEVANT 
There were also questions 
which <hd not but whkh I 
had to aoawer anyw^. For 
example, I was tvAA to say if I 
was "satisfied," "not satisfied," 
or "unsure" regarding counsel I 
had recehfed from faculty on 
non-academic personal 
problems. When 1 told the 
pollster that I had never received 
any such oouuel, he said I had 
to give him one oS the three 
replies, regardless. He si^gested 
"not sure," dearly nonsensical 
in light of the fact that I had 
nothing to be "not sure" about. 

I am afraid that a great many 
of my answers wfll be 
interpreted invalidly because 
they simply were unable to 
clewiy md defautivdy express 
my real opinions. The pollster 
admitted to me that several 
other polices had r^iMaed 
simflar difficulties. 

1 itt\ it was a waste of my 
time and the university's money, 
and 1 for one will not accept as 
v^ the conduiioiK of sudi a 
poll. I hope others wffl dao be 
slow to accept them.

Nixon Asks For 
Pollution Funds 

WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nixon asked the Democratic 
Coogrew in a State of the Union address today to vote unprecedented 
JUUoat to fi^t poiution and crime bat to art g ov wB Wtapeadingitt 
other areas to combat inflation. 

He also declared .that in Vietiuun "the prospects for peace are far 
greater today than they were a year ago." The President said the 
policies his administration is pursuing Mrid hope that "Amaka nugr 
have the best chance since World War n to enjoy a generation at 
uninterrrupted peace." 

But the niain thrust of Us first State of the UniiMiiiieiiagB dealt widi 
the three major home front problems— pollution, crime and inflation. 
A JOINT SESSION 

In his traditional report to a joint session of the House and Senate, 
which was broadcast to the nation, NfaBon said the nti-poUution 
program he will submit will be "the most comprefaensive tad coedy 
program in this field ever in the nation's history." 

He adced tiwi ftdenri finds to lilM ciiii» be dodM in tiie coa^ 
year. 

But the President coupkd tkii widi a demand that Congress-wfaidi 
began its new session Monday— follow his lead in ctntHi^ fedoal 
spending to battle mflation. 

*i recognize the political popularity of spendmg fnograms, 

particularly in an election year," Nixon asserted. "But unless we stop 
the rise in prices, the cost of Uving for millions of Americans wi^ 
become uabearabk and govermneat't aUHty to fdan p rogy a m i fior 

piogrex for fatmt wffl become impossible.'' 
BUDGET MESSAGE 

At another point, he told the lawmakers: "It is time to quit putting 
good money into bad programs. Otbetwiae we will end up with bad 
money as well as bad programs." 

Nixon said he would submit shortly a balanced budget to Congress 
and in it he would reconunend heavy new spending for the war against 
crime and ptrflution. 

His pollution fight, he said, would include a "clean waters" program 
entailing spending $10 bilUon over a five-year period and other 
pn^nsals would be aimed at dean air ami oilier mounting 
environmental problems. 

"Gean air. clean water, open spaces— these shoidd once again be the 
birthriplit of every American," he said. "If we act now-they can be. 

"We still think of air as free. But clean air is not and neither is clean 
water. The price tag on ptdution control is iygh.1%nMiili<mr years 
past carelessness, we incurred a ddtt to natiue and now that ddW ii 
being called." 

Nixon called the crime problem home to Congress by expresstag 

doubt that many House members or Senators would "dare to leave 
their cars in the Capitol garage and walk home alone tonight." 
VOTING RIGHTS 

Nixon also listed legislative demands dealing with welfare, equal 
voting rights and greater economic opportunity for Negroes and other 
minorities. He spelled out his general goal fot the ^nerkan people in 
the new decade by noting that in the 1960*$ die natiim enjoyed 
prosperity but also crime, inflation and social unrest. 

The president summarized: "As a people, we had too many 
visitions-and too little vision. Now as we enter the seventies, we should 
enter also a great age of reform of the institotioas of American 
fDvemment."

Professor of Lducation, late last week, it WM 
disclosed that funding for the colloquium aeries 
from the Danforth Foundation wil end after ti^ 
next coloquium on Mey 22-24. 

The university received the three-year Danforth 
grant to support the colloquium program folk>wing 
initial success of the first two coUoquia in 1967. It 
was understood at that time, explains Dean 
Hoffman, that after three years, the umversity 
would look for new support, and would hopefuOy 
have begun some related programs. 

While new funding for the large-scale weekend 
colloquium was anticipated, Dr. Ingham and other 
participants of the fall, 1%9 colloquium felt it was 
tmie for a new ^iplication of die ooBoquiuro 
conoqtt to be tried.

Panacea to Parkin g Problem? 

Moving Sidewalk Proposed 



The problem of parking and 
transportation on this campus 
may be unnuaageabie but one 
Florida State undergraduate 
student has an idea of a nioviag 
sidewalk that may help. 

Gary IGesius thtala that a 
sidewalk ^stem constructed of 
metalic sections suqjendedovera 
series of rollers could be 
effective in solving the proUem. 

Getting from one place to 
another and being able to park 
near campus will continue to be 
'*a growing problem with the 
expansion of universities," 
Kleshis said. Kleshis went on to 
say that the days of easy parking 
are gone and officials predict 
that the parkii^ problems wfl] 
increase. Klesius contended that 
a central belt system could 
operate from one end of the 
campus to the other with a series 



of coimecting feeder belts. 

These belts could be covered 
and use of handrails could be 
added. This system would be 
similar to a flat escalator but in a 
much larger scope. It would be 
constructed as a sidewalk with 
entrance and exit staticms. 

The actual layout of the 
people-moving sidewalk would 
consist of a 12-foot express belt 
in the middle of the system 
traveling at a speed of 360 feet 
per minute. The express belt 
would be flanked on both sides 
with slower belts traveling at 
240 feet per miniMe. 

The system could be 
constructed to reach all sections 
of the campus so that students 
could travel completely across 

campus in 15 minutes. Students 
could safely park their cars near 



Campbdl Stadium, and be in 
ckus in a few mimites. 

iOetiut nid Airt Wt kiet is 

the only type of system that 
could preclude waiting, and 
transport the majority of the 
student body during peak 
demand times. 

"The bus system now in use 
on the campus is totally 
inadequate." said Klesius. "The 
biggest drawbadc is ttM a 

limited number of students can 
use a bus during a class break." 

Future possibilities for such a 
system are enormous, according 
to Klesius. Long range effects 
could include enhanced 
attendance at classes and at such 
events as football and baseball

Federal Expert Testifies 
LF Blacks Arrested Birth Control Pills Safe 



GAINESVILLE (UPl)-PoUce 
arrested three University of 
Hmida students Thursday and 
accused them of awakening four 
white students in a school 
dormitory and forcing them at 
gunpoint to clean the hallway. 

The three, all freshmen at the 
university, were charged with 
two counts of aggravated assault 
each. They wen identified as 
Ronald James Jackson, Eari 
Jerome Wilcox and Joseph 
Edward McCloud. 

Police would release no 
details of the charges or the 
arrests immediately. 

The university reported 
earlier that it was investigating 
an incident in which six or seven 
"college age" blacks allegedly 
rousted the white students out 
of bed at 4 ajn. Tuetdiy 
morning. 

Two black students quoted in 
the school's student new^aper. 
The Alligator, denied my sudi 
"incident of harrassment" but 
scluH>l President Stephen C. 
O'Cunnell warned that charges 
niiglii be filed "if the facts 
warrant ." 

"I would assure all that this 
event dtx's not constitute a crisis 
on this campus and none w91 be 
pel milled lo occur." suid the 
head ol the 20.000 student

demands that they clean up 
some trash outside their 
dormitories were compelled to 
do so at gul^)oint," the AUigator 
said. 

"You better do it now 
because I've got all the power of

When questkmed about the 

meaning of the statement, the 
black allegedly drew a handgun 
and sakl he would give the white 
students "until 10 or suffer the 
consequences," the newspaper 
added. 

The Alligator said that the 
blacks reportedly left quietly 

after rubbish, including shaving 
soap, was cleaned up. No reason 
was gh«n for the aleged 
incident although some black 
students at Florida have 
complained in the past that 
black janitws in the dormitories 
are overworked and underpaid. 



WASHINGTON (U?\) A 
federal population expert 
testified flnnaday dut Mrth 
control pills pose no serious 
health hazards and that the 
govermnent had sufficient 
reason to label them "safe." 

Dr. Louis M. Hdbnai, 
assMant secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare for 
population affairs, defended 
"the pill" before a Senate 
subconunittee investigating oral 
contraceptives. 

But a former practicing 
physician, now a lawyer, charged 
that the p31 had been "deviously 
promoted" to take attention 
away from its harmful side 
effects and accused Helman of 
promoting it himself with 
"irrdevant analogies and 
misstatements of facts..." 

Hdlman conceded that the 
pills cause certain body 
chemistry changes affecting such 
oigans as the liver, thyroid and 



adrenal glands, and can cause 
high blood pressure and even 
alt» the blood vessels. 

Nevertheless, he said, "there is 
no evidence at this time that any 
of these drug induced metabolic 
aterattoos pose serious hazards 
to heaMi." Nor, he aid, h Hhm 
any evidence ttt Hek the pffi to 
cancer. 

"When the potential hazards 

and the value of the drugs are 
balanced, the Food and Drug 
AAwaiitntion found that Ae 
ntk) of benefit to risk 



sufficiently h^ to justify the 
designation 'safe'," Hellman tokl 
the sttbconmiittee. 

Cut J. Harold Williams, the 
doctor turned lawyer, said, "the 
pfll has been promoted by 
devkNis devices winch have 
lessened the impact of bad news 
on physicians and their 
preacriptkMi buying patienu. 
Medical reports adverse to the 
safety of the pill have been 
sttppumed or ddi^ in many 
mstances..."

The ei^i^ement was at the 
Red Ctoud Indian Sdiod in 
South DakoU. 

What ^palled Allen, then an 
assistant coach of the Bears, and 

George was the paucity of 
athletic equipment at the 
self-sufficient Siou.x Indian 
school on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation. For instance, there 
were nine helmets for the 
football team. 

What resulted was the Red 
Cloud Athletic Club, which took 
over support of die school's 
athletic program, fmancing itself 
throu^ annual banquets in 
Chicago. 

The next banquet will be 
Monday, Jan. 26, and there'll be 
about 1 ,400 guests, whose ticket 
payments go 100 percent to 
finance the school program. 
Among the guests wiU be more 
than 100 active and former 
athletes from Chicago's pro 
^rts teams. Rocky Marciano 
attended the first baaquet. 

Every member of the Black 
Hawks will be on hand to see 
Bobby Hull get an "Athlete of 
the Year" award. So will such 

members of the Bears as Brian 
Piccolo, Ronny Bull, Dick

Also among the guests will be 
a repreaentatwe of the school. 
This yen's guest hasn't been 
ideirtUied yet.

the year before Mike Her Many 
Horses. 

"This is the only way we have 
to raise money," Secretary Dan 
Moulton said. "Well make 
$10,000 or $12,000 from the 
banquet, and we use all of it to 
pay athletic expenses for the 
school. They tell us what they 
need, we order it, they send us 
the bBb and we pay them." 

The school, because it's run 
by tlw Jesufts, gets no finmcial 
stqipoft from die government, 
and the Jesuits pay no athletic 
expenses. Thus it's up to the 
Red Cloud Athletic Club. 

"We subsidize the coach's 
salary," Mouhon said. "WeVe 
got one attdi for buebaO, 
basketbaU and football. He's a 
Jewish fellow from New York 
who got tired of teaching there 
and wanted to do something. So 
he came out to Red Cloud. We 
bought a trailer for him and his 
wife to live in, and we pay hmi 
SlOO a month. He vohiMMrad 
for ^ job." 

Moulton said Red aoud's 

major objective now was to 
build a fieldhouse or gym, at a 
cost of around $200,000. "Their 
facilities you wouldn't believe," 
he said.

Surgeon Claims Saving 
Athlete's Knee Ligaments 



CHICAGO (UPI)-Dr. 
Kennetfa G. Jones of Little 
Rock, Ark., says an athlete 
whose knee wobbles because 
damaged ligaments m the knee 
can be helped to almost normal 
function— «id perhapa even play 
again. 

Jones told the atmual meeting 
of die American Academy of 

Orthopaedic Surgeons 
Wednesday that an athlete with 
an irrevocably damaged 
cruciate-the cross-shaped 
ligament in the knee-can be 
restored to normal or near 
normal operation by using a part 
of the nearby patdlar ligament 
as a substitute '.issue in 
reconstruction of the knee. 

Jones said he worked with 54 
patients widi an irrevocab^ 

destroyed anterior cruciate 

The doctor said the average 
age at the time of the surgery 

was 21 years. 4 months. He said 
one of the patients now plays 
basketball and his knee is staUe. 

Jones said 53 wounds healed 
in a routine manner, while one 
required 10 weeks for complete 
healing because of a low-grade 
infection. However, that was the 
one who now piaiyt badcetbaO. 



The Arkansas surgeon said 
the cruciate ligaments can be 
npbmd oidy by severe trauma 
and pain, foDowed by great 
swelling and marked instabiliiv 
of the knee joint. 

He explained that the 
crudate's function is significant 
in the bending and extending ol 
the knee. He also said it is 
possible that the ligament tev 
can heal by prolonged 
immobilization. 

Continuity, he said, if not 
restored, can sometimes be 
compensated for by strong 
muscle control. However, Jones 
said. stabiUty may be suitable 
fm standmg and walking, but 
not for rigtMKRis occupations or 
athletics. 

Therefore, Jones said, the 
question of whether an 
operation should be performed 
depends on these factors, as well 
as whether associated surreal 
lesions are present. 

Jones said that patients 
whose symptoms require surgical 
rdief should have "a rdatively 
simple reconstructive 
procedure." 

The operation, he explained, 
was first described in 1963. aiul 
since then has been only slightly 
modified for die fant 36 cases.

The question to 
be debated is: "Should Indian 
reservations be continued 
indefmitely?" 

"The Advocates" is a public 
television debate presented 
Sundays at 10 p.m. on 
WFSU-TV.Channd 11. 

This \*eek's debate will 
reflect the uitensitying battle 
between the American Indian 
population and the federal 
government. Government 
relution.s with the Indians, 
according to most Indians and 
most observers, have been 
marked historically by 
treachery, pater naUsm, and/or 
attempts at outright 
annihflation. 

Indians have been suspictous 
ol jllcmpts ;o biing them into 
the mainstream of American life, 
and have seen such attempts as 
cfluits lo destroy their native 
ctiliiiic and rob them of their 
land and resources. Current 
osliiiMlions uf Indian population 
pbcc their numbers near one 
iiiillioii. with s»>me 400.000 of 
iliciii living in 315 tribal groups 
i«n reservations in 2b states. 

Coinplainls against the 

poveinnunt have grown 
nvoiiily . and Indians have joined 
the prolcsl mowement wiA 
slo-Mns of "Rod Pitwer." "Custer 
H.kI It I'omiiig. " and "Indiana 
IWtnvrod .Vmctica." 



One spokesman for the 

Indians, Vine Deloria Jr., a 
Standing Rock Sioux, lists these 
facts: life expectancy for Indians 
on the reservation is 46 years; 
average income is just over 
$1500; housing is bdov. 
standard; unemployment is 10 
times the national average; the 
reservations are the only vestiges 
of the continent that the Indians 
once owned; and Indians are 
determined to fighi for every 
handful of dust that remains.

Undoubtedly the most 
ctMitroversial issues of this year's 
student government have 
iavolved student activity fees, 
how they are to be aBocated. 
who aiiucates them, and what 
noble activity deserves this 
precious fee. 

First, Student Senate saw it 
fit to give a fenaous amount of 
the studeflls* fees to a pofitkdy 
oriented gpoup. who needed 
transportation money to go to 
Washington for the student 
moratorium against the war in 
Vwtnam. Canter Brown woely 
vetoed this allocation. 

Then a large controversy 
erupted coaoenHBS wUch 
0oaps on cunpus, if any, 
dfcserved a set amount of student 
activity fees each year. Student 
(jovernroent maintains its 
leiQainng influence on campus 
by its power to allocate to those 
groups it decides deserving of 
student activities fees cadi year. 
Removing this power would 
create a weak, if nut totally 
powerless, student government, 
not that it is any Goliath now. A 
defunct student government 
would remove one of the few 
remaining voices of the student 
body B deckfing what goes on HI 
the campus communit\ 

Student Governmc?it has not 
faithfully obeyed the desires of 
its constituents in the past, and 
should learn to be more 
responsible to the wishes of 
those who put them in office. 
Qm maoief to the problem of 
whom to alocate money to was 
suggested by some nuuiy. This 
student si^sted having a vote 
on aB Student Senate 
alocatiaiis. This woidd be more 
expensive than perhaps many of 
the allocations would ho 



The only way for Student 
Government to decide on this 
matter would be to look into the 
past records and see which 
activities gained wide acceptance 
by the student body. One such 
activity was Pbw Wow I. After 
such a successful program in 
which 35,000 students and 
fitiends attended, it would be 
only fair to allow it an 
opportunity to prove itadf once 
again a highlight in a pretty did 
list of events on campus. 

1 doubt anyone can name an 
activity which gained such a 
wide acceptance besides our 
football games, i realize that 
mere attendance does not prove 
future support for an activity, 
but if only a fifth were satisfied, 
md I'm confident almoct 
four-fifths wCTe, it would raerft 
enough support for futwe 
programs of this stature. 

Remember, most crttician of 
Pow Wow I was about the skits, 
not the music. Also remember 
that this progim can, and 
probably will, prove to be a 
successful way to raise monej 
for student benefits, rather than 
be a drain of S40.000 as some 
si^gest it will become. 

I admit a prejudice for the 
type of music suggested for Pow 
Wow IJ. However, i bdieve so 
would over 1 0,000 students on 
this campus.

Tall Dolphins No 'Little' Matter

NEW YORK (UPI)-The 
Jacksonville University 
basketball team has a strong case 
in support of the argument that 
there is hardly any room in the 
game for the little noan. 

With 7 -foot 2 Artis Gilmore, 
7-foot Pembrook Bunows and 
6-foot-lO Rod Mclntyre, the 
Dolphins have the tallest trio of 
coU^iate frontliners ever to play 
together, and have established 
themselves among the nation's 
best. The bigger they are, the 
harder they stall. 

"We probably have the biggest 
team ever," says Dolphin coach 
Joe Williams. "But our boys 
aren't only big, they're quick 
and agile too. They can do a lot 
of things. 

''Sure, a few people have tried 
to slow us down because of our 
height, but if you're belund 
10-0, you can't very wdlset tlK 
pace of the game." 

The pace has been set instead 
by the Dulphln^. who arc 
outscoring their opponents by 
104.9 to 69-7 per game and 
outrebounding ihcin h\- M .3 to 
37.8. With J 13-0 record and the 
most prolific offense in the 
country, Jacksonville has risen 
from anonymity to No. 6 in the 
nation, and it the Dolphms can 
dispose of tough Florida State 
(12-2) at T^ahassee Tuesdqr 
night, they must be considered 
among the contenders for the 
national championship. 

What makes the Dolphins 
convmcing is thdr imposing size, 
and the ability of Williams to use 
ii to complement dead-eye guard 



Rex Morgan, the club's leading 
scorer last year and an 
An-America candidate. 

**Last year we would leave 
Rex in the gime to keep his 
scoring average up." says 
Williams, "but this year we 
decided tt was raore important 
to bufld a teaaa. and Morgan's 
attitude has bees one reason 
we've been able to do it." 

Morpn still is scoring (18.7 
point per game). but 
Jacksonville's sucicss has 
resulted from his willingness to 
make room for die ftSam%. 
Gflmore is averaging 273 points 
per game and Burrows is scoring 
at a 13.3 clip, and Gilmore leads 
the nation in idbouoAtDg with 
25.8 per game while Burrows has 
the best field goal percentage 
(;687) in the country. The pair, 
both coining to Jaduonvflk 
from junior coUqes diis season, 
have transformed last year's 17-7 
club into a powerhouse. 

"Several colleges wanted 
Burrows but we had been 

recruiting him for quite a while 
and I think he knew us a little 
better dun he knew anyone else. 

"But there was more luck 
involved in getting Artis. 
Everyone wanted him and Artis 
was interested in several schook. 
But he was invited only to visit 
here and one other 
school-Drake. He was like one 

those beautiful gnls who sits 
home at night because 
everyiMdy thinks she's already 
dated up." 

Gilmore chose Jacksonville, 
and the romance is for real. 
Williams stations him under the 
bakset on a k>w post, where he 



can score, rebound and block 
dmts. and Wflliams says Gibnore 
also is valuable as a feeder. 

"When they sag on Artis. he 
passes back out to whoever is 
open ." says Wiliamt. "He 
doesn't take unnecessary shots." 

He doesn't have to. because 
Burrows is deadly from his high 
post position near the free throw 
line and both Morgan and 
Mclntyre (5.6 average) score 
wdl from tte wings. Vaughn 
Wedeking, the point guard, is 
averaging 1 1 .7 per game and 
there is more punch on 
bench. 

Greg Ndaon. a starter last 

season, fills in with an 11.8 
average and Chip Dublin is 
scoring 8.3 per game. Mflce 
Blcvins. a 6-foot-5 forward, and 
Rusty Baldwin, a sophomore 
guard, also have been impressive 
in substitute roles. 

But the key is size, and 
Williams knows it.

Drafted May Appeal 
Before Induction

WASHINGTON (UPl) The Supreme Court 
unaninKNisly ruled Monday that college studoits who lose 
their deferments for draft law defiance ve ottitled to fig^t 
their reclassifications in Hm oowts prior to being 
sununoned for induction. 

The 84 deciaon njected afgnnente by Attormy General 
John N. Mitchdl that a student could not legally challcni'c 
the reclassification action tmtil the day he was actually 
ordered to report for duty. 

This meant in practice that the student called up as a 
drift ddinquent had two optioos: refine inducticMi and 
subject himself to ptowcntion or be inducted and toy to 
wm release throiigh habeas oorpns pioceediiigs.

The iackktm was die second in a week by the court 

against summary draft board punisliment of war protesters. 
Last week, the court barred the use of speeded up 
inductkmsfbr r^atiants who turned in their draft cards at 
war protest mliec.

WFSU To Get Boost 



Review of the Greeks 



The noted anthropologBt Mmffmet Meade attriiwted to 

communications the vast awareness of our generation, in that 
television has tvou^t it afl home. The generatioii of war 
babies has had oaty to tarn on Aetate and aee the ptHtiai 
and social connentary of our day 

In I960, when FSU first took upon ilself the ladE of 
joining the televisual world, it was with great entimsiasm that 
the endeavor was undertaken. Since that time, the station has 
barely kept its head above water. A receatly oom^ted series 
oflnvestlBalhe articles on liie OHfcniiy's tefcnrion fadiiies 
leveded the future <tf WFSU-TV m a MNVce (rfconuneatay 
is in serious doubt. 

The station has been working for the last six years on an 
musagL. capital hmdgei of $15,000 per year. A large portion 
of tteir equipment was procured second-hand from the 
Wbant Broadcasting Company in a tax write-off maneuver, 
and one of their videotape marWnfii has been ciaarified an 
antique by European standards. The closed circait broadcasts 
of home basketb^ games, which has lefieved spectator 
overcrowlli^ in Ttrily Gym, is parti^ trammitted on 
equipment borrowed from two Florida stations. The 
inadequacies are ad infiutmn, and it is dqikmble for diis 
BKtitation to offer its students a decree in this area of 
coi^unications under present conditions. 

The administration should re-evaluate WFSU-TV's 
potential and treat it justly. Ostensibly diey have given fittle 
priority to the station as an academic uea, Md have 
explored television as an educational media. 

President Stanley Marshall recently told the Flambeau he 
requested for the 1970-71 fiscal year a broadcasting budget 
that was 100 percent higher than this year's Hopefully, this 
«:tion is signalling the beginning of the end of budget 
proUems for WFSU-TV; bat Ous reqoert stil most be 
approved by the Board of Regents 

Though the request for a hi^er budget is a move in the 
riglit dnectioB, the oncHe wfl aot be rabstaRtiai for 
immediate relief. If the administration wants the station to 
be an asset to the university, it must be prepsed to spend 
money. WW the i n fl a ti o n aiy trend st9 moving upward, vre 
reali/e money is not readily available for any one giant 
project. But we feel the administration could solicit and 
reeetve fondi for die station from ontride sources. Hie 
university cannot expect to maintain any creditable, or 
csedible, reputation in this vital area of communications 
irilhoat hmnedialely actmg to bring die standards up to die 
CMteraponury needs of telecasting

Educational functions shouid 
have equd iB^KMtanoe nd eqari 
time with social activities. The 
two functions should be fn^y 
integrated to make ccAqp a 
flKwe meaningful ejqwricaoe. 

This has been acooBi|ibhed 
on other campuses by attending 
cultural events m yoaps, by 
expanding their snbseripdons to 
periodicals, by building up test 
files, by inviting faculty over for 
meals, by bedding smal wamm 
in the house, and by hani|g 
discusaons on intellectual topics 
after chapter meetings. Socne 
far-sighted people in iadividttd 
houses have made airabr 
attempts for educational 
innovation, but tliere must be a 
dmand for dMwe ^ogiami from 
an monbrn.

Tuesday morning that President Stanley

Marshall denied the request. Later in the 
day at a spedai presi coafennce, the BSU 
appealed to the president of the senate to 
call a meeting above the authority of 
Marshall. 

About IS BSU memben met with 
Marshall, Dr. Cecil Madcey, executive vice 
president, John Arnold, vice president for 
student affairs, Huris Shdloo. assistant dean 
of student afMfs, aad Beit Ifevtfcy, m aid 
to Mackey, at 5:30 ajn. Tuesday Marshall 
was to leave for Athens, Ga., and Nashville 
at 7 Mjm. far m i i i t l Hi i oa FSU's attempt to 
gain entry into the Southeastern Conference 

Burt, speaking for the BSU, asked 
Marshall to convcoe the senate "to ded witii 
us on aO our futme icqoesU." 

Marditf re|4ied diat adminiitntive 
responsibility for the university does not call 
for the iavDhaneat of the Faculty Samrte io 
aH iStttmkma." exMs prhnariy to ded 
with academic problems," he said. 

He said he would take the request for the 
special sessioB iato ad vi aem c Bt "when 1 have 
a list of problems wlodi constitute the 
emergency you refei to." 

Buit refused to comment on the nature of 
the emergency or submit a list of problems. 
He then ended the meeting. 

At the press conference, Burt said in a 
statemoit that the BSU is seeking the senate 
meeting Iwcawe of UmtaM't negative 



attitude toward our previous requests." 
"We fed that we must meet with the 

Faculty Senate as an alternative measure in 
accutnplishing our goals." he said. 

Burt said that in previous negotiations 
Marshall has made "stop-gap, superficial, 

insensitive responses to our needs. 

"We no longer prelcr to deal exclusively 
with him (Marshall) but feel compelled to 
praaeait our comprehensive set of proposals 
to broader elements in the university 
community," he said. 

Tbou^ Bart refused to define what he 
meant by a oomprahenaive set of proposals, 
members of the BSU said Itt was itfening to 
24 points drawn up iniMetiagi btt TiHsday 
and Wednesday nights. 

The points indude the hiring of Uacfc 
coaches by the university and the recniiling 
of more black faculty and students. 

Bwt said in reply to questioiu by 
reporters that the black students don't know 
what their direction will be after the hoped 
for senate meeting. 

Thoi^ Burt appealed to the president of 
die temrte to comrene the meeting, he, no 
doubt, meant the chairman of the senate's 
steeiiiif committee. Dr. Wayne Minnick. The 
university president serves as the senate's 
president. 

Minnick said Tuesday night he had not 
been contacted by any BSU members. He 
said a tpecial session could be coovaml 
iqpon the petition of ten voting members of 
the senate.

'White Supremacy' 
- Thing Of The Past 



WA.SHINGTON (UPl) -Judge 
G. Harrold Carswell told 
senators Tuesday that his behef 
in 'Nirhite siqwemacy" 22 years 
t^ago was a thing of the distant 
past in Georgia that had 
returned to fill him with disgust 
and disbelief. 

■'Those views are obnoxious 
and abhorrent," he said. "These 
are insulta^ notioas to anyone 
of any race. I ngect tbem (rat of 
hand." 

The small, stuffy hearing 
room of the Senate Judiciaiy 
Committee became hushed as 

Sen. Phillip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
slowly and with a pained 
exprwsion on his face, asked the 
paramount question of Carswell, 
,^who is President Nixon's second 
choice to fill the Abe Fortas 
vacancy on the Supreme Court. 

Hart asked Canwdl whether 
he believed in white supremacy 
in 1948 or was telling a 
falaeliood when he declared 
during an election campaign for 
the Georgu State Legislature: "I 
)rield to no man as a fellow 
candidate or as a fellow citizen 
in the firm, v^fous belief in the 
principles of white sufvemacy 
and 1 shall always be so 
governed." 

BELIEVED IT THEN 

The 50-yearK)ld judge of the 
-5111 U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals repUed: "1 said it. 1 
siqipose I bdieved it at the 
time." 

Yet, he sad, when newsmm 
unearthed an' account of that 

speech, "it came to me like 
someihifl| out of the 



disembodied past." 

"I really was a little bit aghast 
I had made sudi a statmeat," 
Carswell said. "I had to see it to 
believe 1 made it." 

At another point, he said that 
"I am not racist I have no 
notion, open, secretive or 
otherwise, of racial superiority." 

Hart asked what had erased 
him to diange his mind. 

"The course of 22 years of 
history," the nominee replied. 

Carm^ said it was an 
"exercise in psychology" to go 
back 22 years and guess what his 
motivation was at die tinae. He 
told the senators considering his 
nomination that they would 
have to decide wbtAa his 
renunciation of the^eechwasa 
matter of "convenience rather 
than cdnviction."

members, Georgia Tech and Tulane. took the other uail-to 
independencc-in recent years. 

Scheduling, especiaBy in the minor sports, would be greatly 
simplified and the benefits, generally, far exceed those of a school 
trying to make it on its own. 

Dues in the SEC are only $50 per year, a figure that was set bade in 
the depression days of die *3fft and never raised. For thi!t $50, a 
member school whkh has nel&er a bomA bid nor a television 
appearance can figure on getting about $25,000 as its share of the loot 
that pours into the conference coffers. 

SEC officials get a bit huffy when anyone points out the league's 
financial success But kwk tit the books, what other conference 
consistently has about a half-dozen bowl bids? 

The SEC allows partidpating members to keep the first $125,000 of 
their bowl pay and the rest is divided up 10 ways-between the other 
nine schools and the conference itself. The conference, on a bodget, 
divides its surplus among its members at the end of each year.

A Reappraisal Necessary 

The major student body presidential candidates have 
spdken for reform of Student Government, but not given 
it the emphasis it deaerves. A conqriete le-evdnation 4^ tte 
institution is in order. 

The extent of Studoit Government's actual authority 
needs to be identified. SG's power picsenfly is nrithCTfact 
nor Action. It is someniiere in bi tween. SG's role in the 
budgeting oi student admties fees varies with whom one 
jpeaks. 

Does President Marshall have the authority to initiate 
per capita fees for inter-collegiate athletics or the Union? 
No, accor^g to Student Body President Canter Brown, 
wiio coHiMds the president may make no commitment 
until Student Senate initiates a budget. Yes, according to 
Hendricks Chandkr, cooperate secretary of the Boa-d of 
RegeBti, who aqrt ftrt a oufcnity prandoit must be 
aBowed to plan for long-range needs. He sees per c^ili 
fees as part of long-range planning. 

The story is (he tone with other areas of Senate 
activity, such as the recognition of student organizations 
fwooess, and with the authority of the student court 
system. 

Along with a definition of what SG's actual authority is 
^ould be a determination of what it is capable of. Is it 
leaBstic for Senate to dnnand budgeting anfliority over 
the entire student activities fees? Is Senate capable of 
determining what money is necessary to adequatdy 
maintain student health services? Can it rise above polltks 
and fairly allocate funds to intercollegiate athletics. 
Student Publications, and the Union? In other words, are 
students capable of handling complete economic 
independence? Or would a q naiii^ndrpcwdc n nc 
economically be more realistic? 

Are students capable of fairly jiMlging their peers with 
sudi judgement not subject to admunstrativc veto? What 
voice should students have in the determination of 
curriculum, establishment of social regulations, and 
sefcction of adnunstrative persomri? 
^ After SG's actual authority and that of which it Ls 
capable are defined, students should outline exactly what 
they desire ot ttnat student go vernmen t. The deifac should 
be spelled out-objectives outlined and doified. If 
students want autonomy for their court system, it riioald 
be speOed out. And so on down the line. 

Then the objectives must be justified. Power for power's 
sake is hard to justify. Not so hard is. for example, the 
right of a student charged with viobtion of a university 
regulation to be judged by his peers wifli that jadgemeat 
being fmal. 

Presently, there is a pitting of one power structure 
agaoist another-studmts vs. administration— with no 
deineated objectives. And no rational justificatiCHi <rf 



Perhaps, the re-evaluation we are suggesting can be 
summed up with three words: identify, clarify, and justify. 
Thm comes negotiatioii with die administnitioii to obt^ 
wiiat is desired. Success here isn't guaranteed, by no 
means, but would appear to be more likely than just a 
haphazard demanding of this and that authority. 

We've tried to pose questions in this column which 
should be considered by candidates for Student 
Government. We challenge them to come up wifli the 
answers-with something defmite for which to strive. We 
have otar own ideas as to niut k deaiiaUe for Student 
Government. They wffl be 
Thursday.

"Block seatii^ should be established and dioukl 

I would 
also leave open the chance that the student body,

"I don't think there are any advantages that 
would be elindnated by a reserved leathig system." 

Rock LeVeille said, "I don't feel there are aiqr 
significant disadvantages to block seating itself. 

"The only difficuhies are the result of 
communication problems. Many people see block 
seating as a privilege open to only a few students, 
while it is actually open to all students. We need to 
inform students exactly how block seating operates 
and to explain its purpose. 

"As far as athwit^s tie conoemed, I feel there 
are several. 

"Pint of all, it gives students who widi to sit 

together some way to do so in an organized marmer 
without necessitation to scramble for seats. It is an 
advantage to students not using block seating 
because it keeps groups from taking the best 
S-SO-yead Hne set seats. Hock seatfaig is not dw best 
seating in the stands by any menu. 

"Without block seating, maay froups woukl just 
come to die games eariy and tdce over the SO-jrard 
line seats. Tensions could run pretty high."

Graduate Department 

Of Social Work 
Receives Accreditation 



The Graduate Department of 

Social Work received word this 
week that the CommiiBno oa 
Accreditation for die Cotndi of 

Social Work Education (CSWE) 
has unanimously confirmed its 
accreditation. 

In a letter to President J. 
Stanley Marshall. the 
commission noted that the 
departmoit more thm met its 
standards and further stated, 
"Under excellent educational 
leadership, plans are being 
developed wMch promiie to 
make this an outstanding 
educational venture." 

Dr. Bernard Scher. Dean of 
the Florida State School of 
Social Welfare since Feb. 1, 
IMiK. said that the 
icaccreditation "is of m^or 
significance to us in that we now 
have been judged Iqr our peers to 
be doing a satirfactory job." He 
said that with this support, the 
graduate program could move 
toward a planned doctoral 
degree program in 1971 . 



"Our present plans are not to 
increaae the size of the graduate 
school but more toward 

a quality program," he said. 
"This reaccredilation provides a 
new basehne for the school." 

The master's degree program 
in social work is the second 
largest in the Southeast, with a 
total current enrtdlment of 183 
graduate students. It is one of 
only two aodal wwl^ graduate 
scboob in Florida; the other is 
located in Miami at Barry 
College. 

One of the departments 
major tasks is to train people to 
staff private and public health 
and welfare agencies. The 
department has also put 
increased emphasis on academic 
quality of facuhy members. Dr. 
SchCT saki, "We are also puttii^ 
much more emphasis on 
sociology with great concern for 
operation of large public 
agencies." 

Fifty percent of the graduate 



school enrollment comes from 
Florida and over 75 percent of 
the students are from the South. 
Fifteen of the 90 students in the 
first year of the program are 
black, reflecting the 
department's increasing 
emphasis on minority group 
problems.

A Delineation 

This column advocated Wednesday a complete 
le^aluation of Student Government. We said, as presently 
ctmstituted, SG is ill-defined, with studrat officials not 
suve of what anfliority they have ot even iHiat Aey want; 
and, at times, seeking power for the sake of power. 

^e called for a ddineation of olgectives. then a 
clarification and justification of diese o tj ec fiv e s . To be 
obtainable, we said, they must be justifiable. 
^ Student uivolvement in every aspect of the university 
^*t justifiable. Some areas require of the dedaon makeis 
an expertise students don't have yet. For example, few 
Students are capable of preparing the entire university 
budget, functioning as tiie registrar, nidcmg major 
decisions about the operation of health services, or 
estabiislung guidelines for biopfayncal resMvcb. But there 
are other areas fai winch student involvement is criticd. 

The student court system should be autonomous. A 
dtizen's n^t to be judged by his peers is an estabfiahed 
precedent in American constitutional law, and flie 
precedent should apply to FSU students. Students charged 
wilh violation of university regulations should be judged 
by their peers with sudi judgement bang finaL 

Under the university's code of student conduct, which 
was revised last summer, the president may review and, if 
he deems necessary , reverse any decision handed down by 
university judicid bodfes and officers. 

Student Government hasn't taken a stand against die 
revised rules and regulations which, in addition to spdHng 
out a review authority of student courts for tiie umverslty 
president, alao prm^dei for Hm nunnary mapeaaioB of 
students. 

Students shoidd have fbtal authority in die recopdtion 
of all atodent organisations. Since this authority would 
extend to fraternities ans sororities, reUgious organizations 
and honoraries, as weH as die type of organizations wMch 
|»esently seek recognition through Student Senate, 
guidelines would have to be estaUished to prevent an 
unreasonable student committee or senate from 
discriminating against the Greeks or anyone else. 

Ptesentiy, many types of organizations, including the 
Greeics, ara't nqmttd to go through SG for lecop^ira. 
In addition, some aren't required to wbnit their 
constitutions for review whereas others are. 

Senate's power of recognition presently is subject to an 
administrative veto. Guidelines could be negotiated with 
the administration which would, in the administration's 
view, eliminate the need for a veto. (Granted, a faith on 
the administration's part would be necessary fat it to make 
such a concession. Whether it is realistic to expe^ anch 
faitii will be discussed in this space later.) 

Stadents should seek a quasi-independence 
economically. Their authority in the budgeting of student 
activities fees should be final, but there should be 
guidelines which die students have to foflow. The 
guidelines would be established through negotiation with 
the administration and the m^or student activities which 
recme money from the activities fees. 

Senate presently can shaft, so to speak, intercollegiate 
atiUetics, the Union, Student Publications, and other 
activitiea whose propama are dependent v^pon the 
activities fees allocation. Senate came doae to this last 
spring when, for a while, the amount of money proposed 
for atfiietics was zero doUan. h» additimi. senators have 
sought to use thev power ai lAoartioB aa a ctmM over 
the Flambeau in the past. 

Periodically, SG officials have given the word to 
Flambeau editors and staff that unless diaiqgBS in Oe 
paper's policies are made, thmga might get hectic vonnd 
budgeting time. 

Guidelines woidd set a minimum level, not hi d(Aan, 
but in the scope and quiiity of aervioea vHiicfa mnat be 
maintained. 

Studenli abo ahonhl have a significant voice hi academic 

affairs, including the determmation of curriculum and the 
.selection of administrative officials. In addition, they 
should have sodai and cnltmai antonon^. But we vriB 
spo:ik more about this Friday.

"We had only 21 players out 
for die team my fksi year. This 
season, we had 52. I'm diooting 
for between 65 and 70." 

But the dapper Stanky, who 
played maior league baH before 
coadiii^ the Cardinals from 
1952 to 1955 and the White Sox 
from 196648, ays, after the 
talk about toanaaMots and 
dynasties, that "records are the 
most insignificant things!' 

"A boy's four yean at college 
are his most important and I'm 
here to direct and help him 
whether it be in the directicm of

problems, financial problems, all 
kinds of personal problems." 

Only Stanky says the need is

Stanky operates from a small 
ofBce in a sprawftig brick and 
conCTcte athletic complex. He 
keeps the name of his players on 
a blackboard which stretdies 
across one wdl of the office. 

Seven of the players can only 
practice with the team on 
weekends because their grades 
have placed them on academic 
probation. Stanky says he tries 
to always make himself 
conscious first of the athletes' 
education . 

An impressive number of 
players are out of state, coming 
fron; rhe midwest, east, and 
south.

Stanky says he is llttle 
more basic in instruction" to his 
college playen but "tries to gtt 
on the prtrfessiond levd if they 
choose " 

He believes more and more 
ocAage playen wfll move 
directly into the major leagues 
due to better quahty of 
instruction. He feels he has one 
player "destined to be in the 
mjor leagues," in Qenn 
Burgmann, a catchn from 
Patterson, N.J. 

Stanky admits that being a 
former professional m^or league 
manager makes his job at South 
Ahbama easier. It's easier for 
instructional purpoaea and easier 
for recruiting."

Four Day Truce 

More Withdrawals 

SAIGON (UPI)-The United SUtes began withdrawing 50,000 
troops from Vietnam Wednesday, and U. S. military spokesmen 
reported ground action involving U. S. troops declined to its lowest 
level of the year. 

In Saigon, informed South Vietnamese fmemnent sources said 
President Nguyen Van TMeu would call a 24-hour cease fire for the Tet 
lunar new year holiday but an official said Thieu "still needs time to 
observe the situation" before making an announcement. 

Viet Cong and NorOi Vietnamese forces have annoanoed a four-day 
cease fire for the Tet period, wtth ttwir trace achednk to begfai at 7 
a.m. Feb. 5. 

The phase three withdrawal of troops announced by President Nixon 
got underway at the northern port of Da Nang when 528 Marines 

boarded a Navy transport ship and safled for San Diego, Calif. 

About 'i.OOO Marines from 19 units in the northern sector of South 
Vietnam will leave for the United States by Sunday, spokesmen said. 
The Marines, clad in jungle fatigues, were from die 3rd AmpMbian 
Tracloi Ballalion and the 1st Marine Air Wing

A Point Analysis 

For three days now, this column has attempted to diow 
the need for reform of the present Student Government. 
We have shown that SG's actual authority is ill-defined. We 
have called for a delineation of oljectiws-desiied 
authority of Student Govemmmt-tfira adnffication aad 
justification of these objectives 

We began a delineation of our own Wednesday. We 
called for an autonomous student court system. Students 
should have final authority in the recognition of all 
student org^izations, we said, including the Greeks. We 
called for a quasHndepeadence economically. Student 
Senate would have final budgeting authority over student 
activities fees, but would have to follow guidelines which 
estOMA a minimmn lerel of goods and aorvkes to be 
provided. 

As a ciHitinuation of our delineation, we propose social 
autonomy for students. Student Government should be 
allowed to set dress codes. Residents in dorms sfaoidd have 
the antirarity to establidi open house hours. C<nnplete 
elinunation of the curfew for women is another objective 
0 be strived for. 

Students sliould have cultural autonomy. As the Union 
Program Coundl and Union Board are presently 
constituted, students are subject to control by a 
^ofessional staff. Though professional staff assistance 
would be needed, indents are capable of schedtdng and 
coordinating all Union cultural activities as well as 
entertainment iuid other cultural events which require 
facilities outside of tfie Uidon. (As witii SG. a complete 
re-evaluation of the Union's organization is in order The 
major presidential candidates have addressed themselves to 
reform of the Union This column will consider it later.) 

Students should have a voice in the determination of 
academic aOtts, indu^aag tatMkttment of cunrieidMa. 
(^e possible means for obtaining suc b a voice would be 
through a combined faculty-student senate which would 
consider academic matters. 

Students should be involved in the selection of 
administrative officials cononned with student affairs. 

Faculty-student advisorv committees have proved 
significant in the past. Efforts should be made to continue 
this. 

Students should have a meais of recess of grievances. 

SG. more so in some of the above areas, would take the 
leading role. Steps have been taken by the present Student 
Govemmoit to set up a grades appeal board. Thb, togedior 
vrith an autonomous student court system would go a 
l^g way toward removing inequiti^ which might exist. 



Potential Death Trap 

Yesterday morning a blind student fell into the fountain 
in front of tfie Union. Although tfieie was no water in the 

pool :ind he landed face down on flie concrete four feet 
IxMow. he was lucky enough to escape serious iqjuiy. TMs 
was the second such incident since September. 

A probable sohition to this potentially disasterous 
situation is to i^ace a rope or ch^ guard around tiie pool 
£»r enough from the edge that tfie blind student could 
brash against it with his body md stfll be far enough away 
tcuvcnd falling in. These ccNiid be made so diat fliey could 
be unfastened when tiie Greeks h»e tihrir Utialkm nd 
later refastened. 



Another suggested solution is a amafl curb 
approximately four inches high that would not detract 
from the be«ity of flie foimtain but high enoiqjjh that a 
Umd person would hit it widi his walking stick.

Cleveland Men Indicted 



CLEVELAND, Ohio (UPI)-A 
ledeial grand jury Thursday 
indicted three Cleveland men in 
the murder of mine union offical 
Joseph "Jodc" Yabkmsid his 
uilo and daughter, and named 
the wife of one, and an alleged 
informer as co<oiiq>irateii. 

Indicted were Claude Vealey, 
26; Paul £. GiUy, 36, and 
Aubran W. yartiB. 23, d of the 
Cleveland area. Named as 
co-conspirators but not 
co-defendants were James 
Charles Phillips, 22. Clevdand, 
the alleged infonner, and 
Annette Gflly, 29. Paul's 
wife The three were indicted 
on charges of "conspiracy and 
impeding justice" and of 
depriving Yabloniki of his rights 
as a hbor union member. 

The seven count indictment 
further charged that "defendants 
Paul Giily and Claude Vealey, 
together with co-conspirator, 
James Charles Phillips, agreed to 



kill Yablonski while 
coconspirator Annette Giily 
knew of this adntaicing and was 
to perform acts to fixtfaer tbe 
undertaking." 

The indictments said the 
"defendants and co-conqpinton 
hi various combinations'* made 
trips from Cleveland to 
Laf^ette, Tenn.;ClaiksviUe, Pa. 
Yri>lonaki's home; Washington, 
DC; Scranton, Pa.,and Beckley, 
W.Va. to furtha their plan "to 
IdDJoaqihYabloi^.'' 

The tiiree defendants, and the 

two co-conspirators were 
specifically accused of 
conspiring to kffl Yabkmid 
"who was to be a witness before 
a grand jury" in Washington 
DX:., tteieby obstructing justice 
in violation of federal law. The 
grand jury was investigating the 
Dec. 9 UMW eiKtiM whkfa 
Yablonski lost.

"Something's got to be 
done,' Louisiana State Coach 
Charles McClendon, a member 
of the three-man committee 
named to study the problem, 
said Thursday. "The situatkm 
has become severe. There aie so 
many people on the siddines 
who don't belong there that it 
mterferes with the progress of 
the game and furthermore 
sfimebody going to get hurt." 

How does this involve the 
jiiwernor of Florida? 

Kirk, a rabid footbail fan, 
runs up and down the sidelines 
during games cheering his teum 
on. University of Florida 
President Stephen O'Conndl 
^oev Kirk one better by going 
out with the captains to take 
part in the oohi-flin>ing 
ceremony. 

"Obviously, there's no one ai 
the University of Florida who 
feels he can order the Governor 
to bland back," said McCfcndon. 
"If we come up with a rule for 
the whole ccmfeience maybe 
we ll get the Florida people off 
tiiC hook."

"Bot at criticd 
points-prospects who are 
borderline cases either way-the 
national table is h^her thu the 
one we propose." 

The SEC plan is baaed on 
grade average rather than class 
standing. However, the SEC, 
unlike the NCAA, aho has a 
minimum entrance test score 
which each proqject must make 
to recehre ftamM aid. A 
proposal to do away with this 
requirement received a surprising 
^ ^ vote from the athletic 
••iiectors Thursday. 

However, the only action that 
"^y counts in the SEC is that 
^en in the presidents' meeting 
n«e Friday. The presidenU met 
Coleman Thursday 
afternoon to go over the 



items on Friday's agenda. 

Also meeting with the 
presidents on Thursday was Gov. 
ICirk who was in town to m«k<. a 
I*ch for Florida State's 
admisswn to the conference. 
However, it is pretty well 
understood that neHhn Florida 
State, which has been seddng 
edmiMiMi for more than a 
decade, nor Memphis State, 
whkh seeks admission despite 
being a member of the Missouri 
ValSov Conference, has any 
chance of getting in-at leaM not 
this year.
